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ELBOURNE is the centre for the next 
meeting of the Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation. Normally these meetings 

alternate from capital city to capital city and 
are held once every two years. The con- 
ference, therefore, comes about once in 20 
years to each State and to New Zealand. 


Attendance at a Pharmaceutical Conference 
can be stimulating and enjoyable—particu- 
larly to those who follow keenly movements 
taking place within the profession and the 
trend of pharmaceutical politics. Opportunity 
to be present at any meeting is open to every 
member of an accredited pharmaceutical or- 
ganisation, and in the past many have availed 
themselves of the provision which enables 
rank and file members to join in the meetings. 

The announcement that a conference is to 
be held probably does not arouse any more 
than a mild interest in the minds of most 
members. Experience, however, has shown 
that conferences are events of some import- 
ance and that they warrant more than casual 
interest 


Meetings of the Pharmaceutical Association 
provide the only opportunity for representa- 
tives of all pharmaceutical organisations from 
all States and, occasionally, from overseas, to 
gather together for discussion of practically 
every phase of pharmaceutical activity. 


It is usual for each organisation to send 
one or more delegates to represent it at Con- 
ference. Each affiliated organisation may 
appoint one delegate as its official representa- 
tive. 


Although these delegates are the only per- 
sons who may vote on motions coming before 


Melbourne (onlerence 
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Conference, every member in attendance 1s 
permitted to speak to any question under 
debate. Up to a point, therefore, Conference 
becomes an open forum where the viewpoints 
of members generally can be expressed. 


There is no better method of, learning what 
is happening in the realm of pharmacy than, 
to attend a conference. For that reason there 
is always strong representation of field mem- 
bers, as well as from the delegates appointed 
by the various State organisations. 


Some members become regular “Conference 
goers.” They derive a great amount of 
pleasure in fraternising with colleagues from 
other States in meetings and at social 
functions. The conference atmosphere has 
for them a thrill and a fascination which 
draws them back time and time again, until 
they qualify as “veterans.” To enable them 
to come to conference some members contrive 
to arrange their annual holidays at conference 
time and choose this way of spending their 
vacation. 


There ts little need to remind “old hands” of 
the coming meeting. They will have been 
watching the announcements and making 
plans for what they regard as a big event. 
To those, however, who have not attended 
a conference previously we would say that it 
is an experience which most will enjoy. 


To attend conference is an experiment we 
would commend to the newcomer, knowing 
from experience that those who seek know- 
ledge of the organisation and progress of their 
profession and find satisfaction in building 
new friendships among men and women with 
kindred interests, will not be disappointed.

Questions in W.A. Parliament 


Following the action of Mr. Hugh Leslie, M.H.R., who 
raised in the Federal Parliament some relevant ques- 
tions about the method of supervising Pharmaceutical 
tenefits in West Australian public hospitals, and Sir 
Earle Page’s promise to have Mr. Leslie’s complaints 
investigated (“A.J.P.,” December 30, 1955, page 1451), 
the matter was raised in the West Australian Legisla- 
tive Assembly 


The following information is taken from Votes and 
Proceedings of the Legislative Assembly of West Aus- 
tralia:—~ 


Tuesday, November 22, 1955 


Hospitals—Supervision of Dispensing of Drugs and 
Medicinal Preparations. 


Mr. Cornell, pursuant to notice, asked the Minister 
for Health: 


“As under the National Health Act a hospital authority 
shall not be approved for pharmaceutical benefit pur- 
poses unless the dispensing of drugs and medicinal pre-

PHARMACISTS ON A COMMON 
FRONT 


(Abstract of Inaugural Address, 114th Session, School 
of Pharmacy, University of London)

CHEMISTS AND 


During the half century in which I have been a 
student of chemistry I have witnessed enormous 
advances in all branches of my subject. In this period 
the influence of chemistry upon medical thought and 
practice has progressed with ever-increasing momen 
tum, so that its influence has never been more pervasive 
and incisive than it is today. Here, of course, phar 
macy plays a vital réle, as evidenced by the notable 
contributions to knowledge made in the laboratori« 
of your own School 

The value of possessing your own pharmacy gardens 
cannot, in my view, be over-emphasised, for, howeve1 
important man-made pharmaceuticals may be, the fact 
remains that by and large the majority of the most 
effective specifics used in medicine still find their origin 
in the vegetable kingdom. I therefore intend to review 
some naturally-occurring substances, with particular 


emphasis on the basic constituents of plant vhich, 
generally, are the most interesting physiological! A 
my story proceeds it will be seen how the pages of 
alkaloidal progress cover practically the whole historical! 
span of organic chemistry. As much as a century has 


elapsed between the isolation of certain alkaloids and 
their ultimate synthesis. Today, with a more powerful 
armoury of weapons at our command, this time-span 
has been shortened to a few years or even month 


First Synthetic Alkaloid 


Although morphine had been isolated from opiur 
early as 1804, it was not until 1886 that the first con 
plete synthesis of an alkaloid was realised when Laden 
burg accomplished the synthesis of coniine from a- 
picoline The alkaloid is a-propy!piperidins the 
natural substance being the dextrorotatory enantio 
morph. Coniine is also the most abundant constituent 
of the hemlock alkaloid: 

Nearly 20 years was to elapse before the next big 
landmark in the synthesis of alkaloids was re: i 


la 


in 1909 the Swiss chemist, Amé Pictet, announced the 


synthesis of nicotine, a compound first isolated in 1828 
The alkaloid, simple in structure compared with alka 
loids that have since been studied, is one of the most 
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toxic of all drugs. Not used therapeutically now, it is 
employed in horticultural insecticides. 


During the decade before the first world war note- 
worthy strides were being made in the elucidation of 
the structures of many other alkaloids, among them 
the opium group, which includes the important bases 
morphine and its methyl ether, codeine The group 
embraces 25 known alkaloids, of which a structurally 
simpler member, papaverine, C»H.»O.N, was first 
isolated in 1848 by Merck, and was successfully syn- 
thesised by Pictet and Gams in 1909. Papaverine is 
still extensively employed in medicine as a spasmolytic 
drug, owing to its relaxing action on the smooth muscle 
of the intestines and blood vessels. The elucidation 
of the comp'ex structure of the alkaloids morphine and 
codeine has demanded the highest skill of the organic 
chemist, and it is only recently that their constitutions 
have been determined unambiguously. The first struc- 
tural representation of morphine was proposed by Knorr 
in 1889 and modified in 1907. The monumental work 
of Gulland and Robinson in this country necessitated 
further alterations, and a new formula, advanced by 
them in 1925, accounts for all the known facts re- 
garding the manifold degradation products of morphine. 
The final shage was reached in 1952, when Gates and 
Tsesudi, in America, announced its synthesis. Codeine 
lacks the strong narcotic action of morphine, but is 
widely used in the treatment of coughs. It is interest- 
ing to note en passant that despite the increasing use 
of synthetic rarcotics, such as pethidine, world con- 
sumption of opium alkaloids continues to increase and 
is now in the region of 80-90 tons per year. Of the 
morphine produced, however, over 85 per cent. is con- 
verted into codeine 


The bark of the Cinchona species contains 20 or more 
alkaloids, of which quinine, quinidine, cinchonidine and 
cinchonine are, in that cider, medicinally the most 
important The anti-malarial value of quinine has 
been recognised widely, but today the drug has largely 
been superseded by synthetic drugs, notably Paludrine 
and chloroquine, If, during the second world war, the 
Japanese had not invaded Java, and, consequently, had 
not deprived the U.S.A. and ourselves of cinchona 
bark, it is fairly certain that synthetic compounds of 
uch outstanding therapeutic significance would not 
have been evolved in so short a time. Here, however, 
it must be recalled that the Germans had developed 
Atebrin (mepacrine) and Plasmoquine (pamaquin) 
some 10 years before the war. I well recollect during 
the early days of the New Guinea campaign Sir Neil 
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Fairley visiting me in the Ministry of Supply, urging 
the necessity of producing mepacrine in England. 
Without this drug the subsequent Burma campaign 
would also have been doomed to failure. 


Studies on Quinine 

Quinine was first isolated in the pure state in 1817 
by Pelletier and Caventou, and its empirical formula, 
CwH.O.N., was accurately determined a few years later. 
The fact that the cinchona alkaloids are derivatives 
of quinoline was established during the first decade 
of the present century, and the culmination of the 
structural investigation of quinine was reached in 1908, 
when its correct formula was established by Rabe and 
his collaborators in Germany. Only as recently as 
1944 was its total synthesis achieved—by Woodward 
and Doering in the U.S.A. An alkaloid which bridges 
the gap between the opening years of the century 
and the present day, is strychnine, isolated from the 
seeds of Strychnos nux vomica It was first isolated 
and characterised in 1818, also by Pelletier and Ca- 
ventou, and its correct formula, C.aH»O.N.,, was as- 
signed to it just 20 years later by Regnault. Despite 
this early recognition, the detailed elucidation of the 
structure of this alkaloid has proved to be one of the 
most difficult problems which has beset the organic 
chemist. Its final solution has necessitated unremitting 
labour and brilliant deduction by workers, both in this 
country and on the Continent. In England the main 
contributions have come from Sir Robert Robinson 
after intensive effort embracing practically his whole 
scientific life span. The structure was finally eluci- 
dated in 1947, and, subsequently, its total synthesis 
has been accomplished by R. B. Woodward and his 
collaborators in Harvard University—a piece of work 
which must be regarded as one of the outstanding 
pinnacles of synthetic achievement 

It is useful to pause for a moment and to consider 
the totally different approach between, on the one hand, 
elucidation of structure; and, on the other, the possi- 
bility of synthesis. Whereas the former usually requires 
an attack on the molecule, involving breaking it into 
fragments, often by powerful reagents, the latter- has 
come about by a better appreciation of the physiological 
conditions under which the living cell carries out its 
chemical reactions. For those of you who are interested 
in this subject, I would recommend a paper published 
by R. Robinson in 1917 in the Journal of the Chemical 
Society, entitled “A Theory of the Mechanism of the 
Phyto-Chemical Synthesis of Alkaloids.” Into it is 
woven the allurement of discovery, especially in view 
of the confirmation of his biogenetic concepts by the 
brilliant synthetic work of Schoff, notably in the papa- 
verine field 

Constituents of Ergot 

During the past 20 years, great advances have been 
made in knowledge of the ergot alkaloids. Although 
the striking physiclogical effects of ergot were recog- 
nised in mediaeval Europe, ergotinine, the first crystal- 
line ergot alkaloid, was not isolated until 1875 by 
Tanret, and it was found to be physiologically inactive. 
In 1906 G. Barger and F. C. Carr, at a meeting of the 
British Association at York, described a second ergot 
alkaloid isolated in the amorphous state, but capable 
of giving crystalline salts of great physiological potency. 
For this alkaloid the name ergotoxine was suggested: 
it was found, moreover, that it could readily be con- 
verted into ergotinine. That was substantially the 
position when Professor Arthur Stoll, in Switzerland, 
took up the problem and, in 1943, in collaboration with 
his associates, showed that ergotoxine was itself a mix- 
ture of three alkaloids, ergokryptine, ergocristine and 
ergocornine. Ergotinine was also found to be a parallel 
mixture of three closely related alkaloids, ergokryp- 
tinine, ergocristinine and ergocorninine These six 
alkaloids occur as interconvertible isomeric pairs. The 
ergotoxine group are pharmacologically active, and are 


based on one common molecular feature, lysergic acid 
of formula CyuHwO.N», On the other hand, the ergoti- 
nine group are derived from a stereoisomeric acid 
known as isolysergic acid. Other dual groups of medi- 
cinally important ergot alkaloids also occur, such as 
ergotamine and ergometrine. The ergot alkaloids have 
been proved to be polypeptide derivatives of lysergic 
acid. 

The presence of alkaloids in Rauwolfia serpentina 
was first established in 1931 by Indian workers, and, 
in the past three years, intensive work has been carried 
out in this field, and the evaluation of individual con- 
stituents assessed, At present about 15 alkaloids have 
been isolated, and one can well expect that this number 
will be added to as work proceeds. The pharmaco- 
logical investigation of the various Rauwolfla bases 
has led to extraordinary results Thus it has been 
found that only certain specific Rauwolfia alkaloids, 
such as serpentine and serpentinin, are concerned with 
hypotensive effects, and that another group, including 
ajmalin, is of particular interest because of its sym- 
patholytic action None of these alkaloids, however, 
account for the sedative-hypnotic action which was 
earlier thought to reside in the non-basic oleoresin 
fraction of the crude extract. It was only after the 
isolation of reserpine in 1952 that its pharmacological 
properties could be accurately studied There seems 
little doubt that the pronounced sedative action of 
reserpine, which is quite different from that of the 
barbiturates and other hypnotics, marks it as a phar- 
maceutical of outstanding therapeutic importance. 
Although it inhibits certain pressor responses, it has 
no peripheral sympatholytic and no ganglionic blocking 
activity. There is also evidence that central portions 
of the sympathetic system are inhibited by reserpine. 
A central feature common to all the Rauwolfia alkaloids 
is a harman nucleus. 

I might mention here that reserpine is now sold under 
various trade names by companies in Switzerland and 
in America. The basic product has no patent status, 
hence it is highly competitive, and Britain has yet to 
assert herself in the production of the drug. Why are 
we not the first in the field in this branch of pharmacy? 


Cardiac Glycosides 


Medicinally, the most important cardiac glycosides 
belong to the digitalis group, the active members of 
which were for many years classed with the alkaloids, 
mainly on account of their profound physiological 
action. Actually, however, the compounds comprising 
the so-called heart stimulants are devoid of nitrogen, 
but are characterised by the fact that all are glycosides 
which on hydrolysis give a sugar-free moiety which 
is known as the cardiac aglycone or genin. The special 
cardiac properties of the poisons are derived from the 
special structure of the aglycone part of the molecule, 
the sugar group only contributing a modifying influence 
Digitalis was first employed for the treatment of dropsy 
in 1785 by William Withering, and the use of the drug 
in heart therapy has been outstandingly successful. 
Another source of cardiac glycoside, earlier of great 
importance, is squill. It is probably one of the oldest 
drugs used in medicine, and mention of it is to be 
found in the Papyrus Ebers dating from before 1500 
B.C. So highly was it prized by the Romans that they 
worshipped the plant as a protector against evil, 
Throughout the Middle Ages it was used both in heart 
therapy and for dropsy 

The third main group of heart poisons belong to 
members of the Strophanthus family. A crude prepa- 
ration of strophanthus has been used for many cen- 
turies in tropical Africa as an arrow poison, the drug 
being obtained from the seeds and bark of the plant. 
Some idea of the remarkable potency of strophanthin, 
the active glycoside, may be gauged from the fact 
that as little as 0.07 mgm. is sufficient to cause the 
heart of a 20-gm. mouse to stop beating within a few 
minutes after injection 
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The chemical] investigations of these drugs date from 
the early part of the 19th century. In 1869 Nativelle 
isolated a crystalline glycoside, digitalin, in a fair) 


pure condition. The first insight into the structural 
character of this important group of substance due 
to the work of Windaus commenced in 1915 Again, 


everal physiologically active and closely related sul 

tances often occur together For the chemist the most 
fascinating aspect of these various investigatior on 
the heart poisons concerns the manner in which

plant world. It is by comparatively minor variatior 

within this general framework that a wide ran; of 
compounds of diverse and potent physiological activity 
is elaborated in the iaboratory of the living c« The 
anti-rachitic vitamin, the sex hormones and the extra 

ordinarily active compounds of the cortisone: roup 
illustrate well the limitless versatility of Nature which, 
with its economy of structural changes, carrie out 
facile syntheses so far wholly beyond the scope of man 


Man today no longer lives in the same dread of 
infective disease as obtained until very recent eal 
We are now, I believe, already in sight of conquering 
a further wide range of systemic disease the chronic 
disabilities associated with ageing which come within 
the purview of the clinician, and the whole field of 


mental disease. Modern science, the chemist and the 
pharmacist together, are slowly unravelling the hidden 
mysteries of Nature and flooding our horizon with the 
wonderful light of knowledge, which briny with it

THE MEASUREMENTS OF LIQUIDS 


An Examination of Some Causes of Error

Sept. 17, 1955) 

Several factors have to be taken into account in 
fixing reasonable limits of tolerance for dispensed 
medicines. It was suggested that the usual tolerance 
of +5% might be too stringent for small quantities of 
liquids Two possible sources of error are the errol 
of the measure (about 2-3% for the 60 min, graduation 
on al or 2 fl. drachm measure) and the persona! erro! 


It was suspected that there are other factors involved 
which could increase error, and therefore the allow 
unce of +5% may be barely adequate 

It was therefore decided to investigate causes of 
error and to assess the approximate importance of 
each 


In a preliminary experiment 12 pharmacists were 
asked to measure 60 min. of Phenol. Liq 
drachm measure under ordinary dispensing conditior 
The results, although fairly consistent 
namely 574 + 1.8 minims The mean wa rf 
low (433%). The volumes were calculated

point The errors of the measures used were ct} ked 


and found to be relatively small (0.5%) 

It was observed that the true physical surface « 
the liquid (the “true” meniscus) could scarce 
when the measure was held against a unif 
ground A dark band is seen, which may -« be 
mistaken for the meniscus, but actually cor ts of 
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irrelevant internal reflections from the curved under- 
urface of the meniscus, which bear no fixed relation to 
the real physical surface. The lower edge of the dark 
band can easily be mistaken for the “bottom of the 
meniscus,” and is referred to hereinafter as the “false” 
meniscu 


Experimental Work 


(i) Photographic Demonstration of “True” and “False” 
Menisci. 
A series of seven excellent photographs. 
(ii) Determination of Error Incurred by Observation 
of “False” Meniscus. 

These measurements were carried out under stan 
dardised conditions, using distilled water and all the 
common sizes of pharmaceutical measures 

All measurements were taken to the top of the 
graduation The Percentage Difference between the 
Mean Volumes to the “True” and “False” menisci 
ranged from 11.0% for the 10 min. graduation in a 2 fil 
drachm measure to 0.92% for a full 20 fl. oz. cylin 
drical measure. It was noticeable that errors involved 
in using quat” measures were appreciably greater 
(nearly double) than those using “tall” measure 

Similar determinations were carried out for the 10, 
60 and 120 minim mark in a 2 fl. drachm measure, 
using liquefied phenol and alcohol The error for 
these was slightly less than that for water 

The errors are of such magnitude that the import- 
ance of observing the meniscus correctly is apparent, 
particularly for small volumes of liquids in conical 
measure Against an unsuitable background, such 
as an evenly lit surface, there is every likelihood of 
measuring to the wrong level An ideal background 
consists of a horizontal line at eye level dividing an 
upper light area from a lower dark area, e.g., a broad 
black band on a piece of white card, while the lower 
edge of a window or even a dark shelf against a 
lighter wall will suffice. The surface of the liquid 
reflects the darker surface, and so enables the true 
bottom of the meniscus to be seen clearly A finger 
placed horizontally behind the measure just below 
the level of the graduation shows up the meniscus as 
a pink line and is an alternative procedure 


(iii) Errors Due to Differences in Meniscus Volume. 


The meniscus volume is the volume of liquid lying 
above the horizontal plane tangential to the bottom 
of the meniscus Obviously the more curved the 
meniscus the greater this volume. Measures are grad- 
uated to measure correctly with water. The lower the 
surface tension and the higher the density of the 
liquid the flatter will be the meniscus, and hence the 
smaller the meniscus volume. 

The Percentage Difference of the Mean Volume of 
various liquids from that of water was determined 
for the 10, 60 and 120 min. graduations on a 2 fl. dr 
measure 

The liquids chosen fall into three main groups 


(a) Aqueous Liquids with High Surface Tensions (70- 
75 dynes/cm.) 

The increased surface tension is offset by the rise 
in density, and so the meniscus volume is not appre- 
ciably altered, e.g., 50% NaOH solution has a density 
of 1329 and a surface tension of about 100 dynes/cm. 
(water 72.5 dynes/cm.), yet its meniscus volume dif- 
fers little from that of water. [Percentage difference 
of Mean Volumes, 0.5% for 10 minims and 0.3% for 
60 and 120 minims.] 

(b) Organic Liquids of High Volatility.—Low sur- 
face tensions, e.g., absolute alcohol 22.3, Chloroform 
27.1. Paraldehyde 25.9 dynes/cm. at 20° C Here the 
errors are large, and should be allowed for in assess- 
ing tolerance [Chloroform 6.4% for 10 minims, 2.6% 
for 120 min 

(c) Organic Liquids of Relatively Low Volatility — 
Surface tensions about 30-50 dynes/cm., e.g., fixed and 
volatile oils, Phenol. Liq. The errors are moderate 
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(approx. 1-2%), but sufficient to justify a suitable al- 
lowance. Cleanliness of measures is essential, grease 
or traces of detergent may introduce errors of 74% for 
the 60 min. graduation, by causing flattening of the 
meniscus. 


(iv) Estimation by Calculation of Errors Due to Re- 
fractive Index. 

The error will vary with the refractive index of the 
liquid. It is about —0.4% for 60 min. Phenol Ligq., 
refractive index 1.5. The magnitude of this unavoid- 
able error is small compared with those discussed 
above. 


(v) Determination of Errors in Measurement of Dark- 
coloured Liquids. 

When measuring liquids which are so dark as to be 
opaque to light, both the true and false menisci are 
obscured. It seems usual for persons measuring such 
liquids to bring level the graduation with the lowest 
line of the meniscus, which transmitted any light, 
probably corresponding to the upper edge of the 
“false” meniscus. 

Measurements were carried out, in the 2 fil. drachm 
measure, on Ext. Glycyrrh. Liq. (10, 60 and 120 min.), 
and for 60 minims of Tinct. Opii and Ext. Nux. Vom. 
Liq. For the 10 min. Ext. Glycyrrh. Liq. the error 
based on the mean volume of water was —25.1%. Even 
with 120 min. the error was —8.9%. Tinct. Opii. error 
was —5.6% and Ext. Nux. Vom. Liq. —11.0%. 

These errors are so large, even under standardised 
conditions, that we are forced to the conclusion that 
the accurate measurement of very dark liquids is only 
pessible if these are measured by difference (e.g., in 
a graduated pipette) or by weight 


(vi) Determination of Error When Liquids are Mea- 
sured Under Ordinary Conditions. 

A range of liquids of widely different physical pro- 
perties was chosen and various volumes measured. 8-12 
pharmacists were employed. They were warned of 
the need to measure to the “true” meniscus and asked 
to use ordinary but not excessive caution 

This showed that using ordinary pharmaceutical pro- 
cedure the precision of measurement is good, provided 
the meniscus is correctly sighted. Most measurements 
fell well within 3% accuracy jut the results showed 
a wider scatter for the volumes where there is no 
graduation, e.g., 48, 96 minims. The results for Gly- 
cerine of Phenol confirmed that viscosity does not 
affect precision of measurement. 

All results were then collated to give the Total Dis- 
pensing Error, made up from the error of the mea- 
sure, the meniscus volume error and the Maximum Ex- 
pected Personal Error (excluding measurement to the 
“false” meniscus, as this error, although large, is avoid- 
able)

It should be noted that readings were taken to the 
top of the graduation, which reduces the possible nega 
tive error and increases the possible positive error by 
the order of 2% for 60 minim 

The results show that pharmaceutical measurement 
is reasonably accurate. The mean maximum error was 
3.7%, but most measurements were much more accu 
rate: a range of +14% would include 2/3 of the re 
sult 

The Board of Trade tolerances for measures intro 
duce a possible error, which is a large nortion of the 
Total Dispensing Error, and any increase in these toler- 


ances would seem undesirable. An allowance of +5% 
would in most instances cover the variations in mea- 
suring transparent aqueous liquids, but more exten- 
Sive trials are desirable, and due allowances should 
always be made where there are factors which in- 
crease the habiblty to error. 

The Editorial Comment on this article states, in part,: 

The rapid and accurate weighing and measuring 
of drugs are among the basic skills which form a part 
of the practice of pharmacy. For ordinary opera- 
tions at the dispensing counter, neither common sense 
nor the time factor would permit the accuracy neces- 
sary for analytical work. At the same time, the ap- 
paratus and methods used in dispensing do, in fact, 
permit an accuracy which, when considered in rela- 
tion to variations in therapeutic effect, is much greater 
than necessary in most operations. This is not to say 
that any pharmacist would seriously suggest that it 
was justifiable to measure 40 or 80 minims if 60 minims 
were prescribed, on the grounds that the difference in 
effect would be insignificant + 

The published results show that pharmacists can 
measure with a considerable degree of accuracy the 
permitted inaccuracy of the measures forming a sub- 
stantial part of the usual allowance of 5% Where 
other factors predisposing to error are contributed by 
the liquid measured, it is apparent that additional al 
lowance hould be made It is obvious that if 
medicines are to be tested it is better that the stan 
dards applied should be based on observation and not 
assumption In any case, most practising pharma- 
cists will be interested in and many will probably be 
surprised by the results of a critical examination of a 
familiar technique.” 


Note, 

The authors place considerable emphasis on the fact 
that the British Weights and Measures Regulations 
1907 require measures to be calibrated to the bottom 
of the graduation 

In order to confirm this, the local Weights and Mea- 
sures Department was consulted, and we were in- 
formed that no reference to the use of the bottom of 
the graduation could be found in their copy of the 
1907 British Regulations 

Furthermore, the British Standards Association Spe- 
cifications B.F. 1921 : 1953 and B.F. 1922:1953 give 
directions for reading measures of capacity by sight- 
ing the lowest portion of the meniscus with the top 
of the graduation mark. These standards have been 
endorsed by the Standards Association of Australia, 
and although not specifically incorporated into the 
Victorian Weights and Measures Act 1952 (except in 
the case of pipettes for use in dispensing), the prac 
tice of reading to the top of the graduation is recog 
nised as standard general procedure.—(D.L,) 


A RAPID METHOD FOR THE DETERMINATION OF 
PHENACETIN IN THE PRESENCE OF ACETYL- 
SALICYLIC ACID, CAFFEINE AND CODEINE

3oth the B.P. assay for compound Tablets of Codeine 
and the B.P.C. assay for compound Tablets of Aspirin 
are based on laborious and time-consuming separations 
of the constituent 

Rapid methods for determining the. acetylsalicylic 
acid, codeine and caffieine have been published, but 
the quick analysis required in production control has 
not been possible owing to the lack of a suitable 
method for the determination of phenacetin 

The method described here is based on hydrolysis 
with sulphuric acid and diazotisation of the resulting 
p-phenetidine. It has been in use in the routine con 
trol of production of A.P.C. Tablets and of Compound 
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Tablets of Codeine for some time with satisfactory r« 
ults, and is very much quicker than the offici 
methods 

Procedure. The tablets are finely powdered, and a: 
amount corresponding to about 0.5 g. of phenacet 
refluxed for one hour with 30 ml. of 10% w/v 
phuric acid. The resulting liquid is transferred with 
a little water to a 600 ml. beaker, and 10 mi l 
chloric acid is added. The temperature brough

INTOXICATION

A 5 per cent. dextrose 
intravenous drip is set up, and every three to five 
minute by means of two 20 ml. syringes, there is 
injected into the rubber tubing of the apparatus 1 ml 
amiphenazole solution and 10 ml. bemegride solution. 
If the response causes concern, dosage is halved. The 
injections are continued until the patient is brought to 
a “safe state,” a state of light an@wsthesia denoted by a 
return of tone and reflexes; in a deeply comatose patient 
this may take two hour Total dosage of 200 ml. 
bemegride solution and 20 ml. amiphenazole solution 
is usually adequate. Once the safe state is attained, 
the endotracheal tube is removed, and the patient 
treated as if recovering from light anaesthesia. Toxic 
effects are unlikely with the specified dosage. Vomiting 
and retching, perhaps with slight flickers of the fingers, 
are the earliest signs; if they occur treatment is sus- 
pended, and if they are severe a small intravenous 
dose of thiopentone sodium is given. If the patient’ 
condition regresses after reaching the safe state, further 
treatment is necessary. The advantages of this pro- 
cedure are that it minimises the duration of endo- 
tracheal intubation, it minimises the immediate and 
remoter risks to the patient’s life, and it avoids the 
need for prolonged strict nursing.—J. Pharm. Pharma-

SOME NON-IONIC WATER-MISCIBLE EMULSION 
CREAM BASES 


By R. A. Anderson 

In a paper (1) on some water-miscible emulsion 
cream bases formulated with various types of emul 
gents, it was concluded that “The non-ionic emulgent 
used in this study seems to have a much wider field 
of usefulness than the more widely used anionic emul- 
gents.” The present communication describes a similar 
study of some non-ionic cream bases. It is designed 
to compare Cetomacrogo]l Emulsifying Wax, BP.C., 
with “Polawax,” which is the non-ionic emulgent in 
most common use in this country 

The formulae of these non-ionic bases are shown in 
Table I 

Formula A is the base used in the B.P.C. for Anta 
zoline Cream. Formula B is the same, but the Ceto- 
macrogol Emulsifying Wax is replaced by “Polawax.” 
Formulae C and D are based on Simple Cream, B.P., 
but use the non-ionic waxes and omit the Chlorocreso] 
Aqueous Sorbolene Cream of the A.P.F. is represented 
by the Bases E, F and G, but here also the Chlorocreso] 
has been omitted The emulgents, “Polawax,” Ceto 
macrogo! Emulsifying Wax and the “Tween 60”-Ceto- 
steary! Alcohol mixture are considered to comply with 
the A.P.F. standards for Sorbolene 

Procedure 

The seven bases listed in Table 1 were used to 
compound creams containing medicaments or preserva 
tives which were considered likely to cause trouble 
These substances and the concentrations which were 
incorporated are shown in Table 2. Phenols generally 
are known to introduce incompatibilities, and several 
have been investigated in this study (preservatives were 
not included in the basic formulae so as not to com 
plicate this aspect of the problem) 

Some medicaments caused immediate separation 
Phenol at a concentration of 5 per cent. caused all 
creams except base B to become curdy with separation 
on the slab; base B became thinner, but remained 
homogeneous 

When 5 per cent. Resorcin was triturated with the 
bases they all tended to become curdy; from all cream: 
except bases A and B liquid separated on the slab 

The admixtures were stored at “winter room tem 
peratures” (10 deg. C. to 15 deg. C.) and observed 
after 18 days—-condition “a” in Table 2 Then they

The effect of relatively high temperatures on each 
of the seven bases was investigated by heating them 
at 118 deg. C. for 35 minutes in an autoclave. When 
the jars were taken from the autoclaves, the contents 
had separated into two or three layers, but when 
shaken until cool the creams reformed and were quite 
stable

centrations cause little trouble, and there seems no 
objection to the judicious use of phenolic substances 
as bacteriostatics in such cream: A preservative is a 
necessary addition to creams of this type, and 0.1 per 
cent. Chlorocresol as used in the A.P.F. does not cause 
instability. Hadgraft (2) has observed that Chlorocresol 
is solubilised by five or more parts of Cetomacrogol! 
1000, but that a turbidity is formed if the proportion 
of Cetomacrogol is reduced. Whether or not this re- 
duces the efficiency of the phenol has not been investi- 
gated, but the behaviour of the creams in actua: practice

Comparison of creams prepared from bases A, C 
and E with the corresponding creams prepared from 
bases B, D and F indicates that Cetomacrogol Emulsi- 
fying Wax and “Polawax” have almost identical fields 
of usefulness. The main advantage of the polyethy- 
leneglycol ether-fatty alcohol emulgent over the more 
widely used “Polawax” is that the chemical composition 
of the former is known. 

The Extra Pharmacapoeia (3) describes “Polawax” 
as “a preparation of cetosteary! alcohol containing a 
polyoxyethylene derivative of a sorbitan-fatty acid 
ester.” This statement prompted the inclusion of for- 
mula G, but the results obtained for A.P.F. bases E, 
F and G do not vary sufficiently to justify any deduc- 
tion on the composition of the proprietary emulgent. 

Comparison of bases prepared from the same emul- 
gent, but in which the other components vary, shows 
that these other substances may also influence stability. 
Thus the “Stearic Acid bases” A and B are more 
satisfactory than the “Simple Cream type” bases C 
and D or the A.P.F. bases E and F for Resorcin, Roxenol 
and the Camphor-Menthol mixture, and base B is more 
stable to Phenol than the corresponding base D, In

PREPARATIONS OF AMINOPHYLLINE 
TABLETS 


By T. D. Phittet 


(Abstract of paper read at British Pharmaceutical 
Conference, Aberdeen) 

Aminophylline tablets prepared by the moist granu 
lation method of the British Pharmacopoeia 1953 were 
found to become discolored and to develop an odou: 
of ammonia within a few weeks of preparation. The 
author shows that tablets prepared in two ways, in 
which me aminophylline is not moistened, are practi 
cally free from these disadvantages. Using six sample 
of aminophylline powder from different manufacture: 
batches of tablets were prepared as follow 

Method A Starch, talc and magnesium stearate 
were mixed with the aminophylline in suitable pro- 
portions, and granules made by moist granulation 
were dried and compressed 

Method B. A base consisting of tale and starch 
was prepared by moist granulation and dried It 
was then mixed with the aminophylline and a smal! 
amount of magnesium stearate, and the mixture 
compressed into tablets 

Method C, Aminophylline, starch, talc and mag 
nesium stearate were mixed in suitable proportion 


and the mixture was compressed into “slug These 


were broken up and _ recompressed The dry 
granules were mixed with more starch and mag- 
nesium stearate and compressed into tablet

the end of storage for six months and one year in glass

Most 
of the tablets prepared by the other two methods wer 
white in colour and practically odourles A ft ne 


year’s storage the tablets made by moist , } 
had become brown, whereas those made by the other 
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processes remained as they had appeared after six 
month Assay showed that, although the samples pre- 
pared by moist granulation were unfit for use after six 
months because of their physical properties, they still 
complied with the pharmacopoeial requirements for 
theophylline and for ethylenediamine content. Those 
made by Method B were all reasonably satisfactory 
in physical properties after one year, and complied 
with the requirements for strength of active ingre- 
dient With one exception, the tablets made by 
Method C were satisfactory in physical properties after 
storage for one year. There was no difference in the 
colour or strength of tablets stored for three months 
in the dark and in direct sunlight. One sample pre- 
pared by moist granulation and one by preliminary 
compression were stored in screw-capped bottles with 
cork wads at 37° C. in an electrically heated oven for 
six month The former became pale cream in colour 
with brown spots, and had a faint odour of ammonia 
The latter remained white and had a faint odour of 


ammonia Similar samples were stored in loosely- 
closed bottles over water to give an atmosphere with 
maximum moisture content. At the end of seven 


months the tablets made by moist compression had 

become deep brown in colour and had a strong odour

FORENSIC POINT 
Methylated Spirit 


Section 14(6) of the Commonwealth Spirits Act states: 
“No methylated spirits shall be used in the manufacture 
or preparation of any articles of food or drink or any 
scents, essences, tinctures or medicines.” In the terms 
of definitions under Section 3 of the Act this coverage 
is wide and complete. It is tantamount to a total ban 
on its use in compounding

Attractive Social Programme. 
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Antagonism and synergism are two well established 
principles in general pharmacology. Do the antibiotics 
exhibit such properties? They do, but at present the 
interactions must be discovered experimentally. There 
is no theoretical basis to enable us to tell whether one 
antibiotic will aid or hinder another when they are 
given together. On the basis of available data one can 
divide antibiotics into major groups which permits one 
to predict the results obtainable from combining agents 
from the same or different groups: 

Group 1: Penicillin, streptomycin, bacitracin, neo 
mycin. 

Group 11: The tetracyclines, chloramphenicol; also 
sulphonamides 


] i: Frequently synergistic with each other, 
never antagonistic, occasionally indifferent 

11 11: Usually merely additive to each other, never 
synergistic or antagonistic, 

1 1) If the microorganism is highly suspectible 


to the Group I drug, antagonism may result 
If the microorganism is highly resistant 
to the Group 1 drug, synergism may result. 
With organisms of intermediate resistance 
to the Group 1 drug, either synergism or 
antagonism may result. (L. 8S. Goodman and

One might now ask where the sulphonamides stand 
in relation to the antibiotics. Although the advent of 
antibiotics has made large inroads on their popularity 
and fields of usefulness, the sulphonamides are still 
widely employed, and have a number of advantage Ss 
such as low cost and ease of administration The 
toxicity of sulphonamides represents a major drawback 
to their clinical use. It necessitates care in their ad 
ministration, contraindicates their indiscriminate use, 
and requires that the patient be kept under the close 
surveillance of the physician 

The formation of crystals within the renal tubule: 
can be almost completely prevented by the use of 
mixtures of sulphonamides. Likewise other toxic mani- 
festations are reduced, The sulphonamides ma till 
be used alone, or in combination with other antibiotic 
to treat the following conditions: epidemic meningitis, 
urinary tract infections, acute diarrhoeal diseases and 
cholera, And so we bring to a close an all too brief 
chapter which tells how man has turned from being 
victim to become master of nearly all microorganism 
The last two decades have wrought wonde: 


Some Modern Drugs 

In previous articles we have discussed the pharma 
cology of drugs both ancient and modern. Most of the 
modern drugs we have discussed have been improve- 
ments on drugs already in use. Within the last five 
years, however, many diseases which were hitherto 
unamenable to drug therapy have now been subjected 
to some degree of control. Let us quote hypertension, 
pernicious anaemia and certain types of cancer as 
examples.

a new drug, but must perchance stumble upon it 
accidentally. Sometimes the discovery of the new drug 
may lead to the elucidation of the underlying nature 
of the disease. Such was the case with vitamin B12 
and pernicious anaemia. The use of B12 in this con- 
dition may be said to be curative. In most other cases 
the treatment is only palliative. 


Cyanocobalamin. No story could be more fascinating 
and more illustrative of pharmacological discovery than 
the development of vitamin B12. It is to be regretted 
that the full story cannot be given here. The reader 
would be well advised to read it elsewhere. The story 
begins with the accidental discovery by Whipple that 
experimentally bled dogs had a better blood regenera- 
tion if they were fed liver. Minot and Murphy applied 
this discovery successfully to the treatment of pernicious 
anaemia. But the mass of liver or volume of extracts 
to be administered made treatment disagreeable. Thus 
began the hunt for the active principle, the actual 
curative substance of pernicious anaemia However, 
the end could not be achieved until two new techniques 
had been introduced. The first was that of micro- 
biological assay. The second was chromatography. We 
shall only consider the principles of the former here. 
The essential role which vitamins play in our diet is 
well known. It is less appreciated that bacteria show 
the same dietary fastidiousness. Whilst the human 
accessory food factors are usually complicated sub- 
stances, those necessary for bacteria may be simple 
molecules such as para amino benzoic acid. There are 
also many different species of bacteria, and each may 
require one or more “vitamins.” If these substances 
are absent from the culture media the organisms will 
not grow. If present, the organisms multiply in pro- 
portion to the amount available. Thus we have a 
sensitive and specific quantitative assay method at our 
disposal 

When biochemists commenced to isolate the pernicious 
anaemia principle from the liver they had to assay 
each fraction by seeing if it cured pernicious anaemia 
patients, a costly and time consuming process. Later 
it was found that the active principle specifically 
promoted the growth of an organism called B. lactis 
casei. Extremely rapid progress was made with this 
cheap and rapid microbiological method. But before 
ultimate success was achieved a check was to be en- 
countered. Folic acid was first isolated, and as this 
cured certain types of anaemia and benefited pernicious 
anaemia, it was thought to be the active principle. 

Pernicious anaemia shows both alterations in the 
blood picture and certain neurological change Folic 
acid may temporarily benefit the former, but not the 
latter. Only later, with the eventual isolation of vitamin 
B12, was a complete cure obtained. 

Cyanocobalamin is only required in amounts of one 
microgram per day. The smallest dose of any drug 
known. This vitamin is only made by bacteria and 
fungi. As it is essential for mammals, it is evident 
that man depends for his very existence on micro- 
organisms $y a curious and profitable coincidence it 
was found that streptomyces griseus, the fungus which 
makes streptomycin, also elaborates B12. The vitamin 
is only absorbed from the upper part of the alimentary 
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canal. Many people dying of pernicious anaemia were 
actually repositories of bacteria elaborating B12, but 
this substance could not be absorbed, as it was produced 
too low down in the intestine. 

Recent clinical work has shown that B12 is a com- 
plete treatment for pernicious anaemia, and that liver 
treatment is now unnecessary. This drug has been 
used for other macrocytic anaemias, but these only 
respond in variable measure. The effect of B12 on 
other diseases involving nerve cells will be watched 
with interest. 

Folic acid. This substance is essential for the growth 
of certain cells. It has curative properties for certain 
megaloblastic anaemias such as that of infancy, preg- 
nancy and sprue. It is probably converted into folinic 
acid in the body, the next step on the way to the final 
utilisation of folic acid for the building of nucleic acid 
by the cell. The utilisation of folic acid can be pre- 
vented by the feeding of certain antagonists such as 
aminopterin and methotrexate. These substances are 
in themselves very toxic. They have been used in the 
treatment of acute leucaemia, a type of blood cancer. 
This disease, especially in young people, is nearly 
always fatal. The folic acid antagonists prolong life 
for a little while, but soon the remission ceases or the 
toxic effects exceed the beneficial. Nevertheless, the 
drugs have been useful because they have given us an 
insight into the cause of the disease, and have pointed 
the way to further progress. 

One of the greatest problems facing medical scientists 
is the conquest of malignant cells. Cancer to the lay 
person is usually regarded as a specific disease, but it 
is only one phase of malignancy. There are many 
instances of certain cells proliferating without limit. 
Such cases are sometimes referred to as neoplasms. 
Although great strides have been made in the treatment 
of neoplastic disease, one must realise that, after diag- 
nosis has been made, only 25 per cent. of all patients 
live for five years after current therapeutic measures 
have been made available to them 

Inasmuch as surgery and radio-therapy have been 
developed to a high peak of perfection, it is obvious 
that major advances must be sought in the drug field. 

It should be stated at the outset that no chemical 
compound has yet been found which is capable of 
curing any form of cancer. It is, however, possible 
by means of drugs and hormones to induce temporary 
remissions in certain types of neoplastic disease. Drugs 
which destroy cells are referred to as cytotoxic. The 
first of such drugs was developed from a war gas, the 
vesicant mustard gas. Out of evil shall come good 
It was shown that if the sulphur of mustard gas was 
replaced by nitrogen a less toxic compound was obtained 
which was able to cause extensive regression of tumours 
in mice by doses which were tolerated by the hosts. 
The nitrogen mustards have a low therapeutic index, 
inasmuch as the cytotoxicity which is the basis of their 
therapeutic action extends to normal cells, particularly 
to those of the bone marrow. Leucopenia and throm- 
bocytopenia may develop. Female patients may be 
emotionally disturbed by menstrual irregularities pro 
duced by nitrogen mustard The nitrogen mustards 
have a specific field of usefulness in the treatment of 
Hodgkin’s disease, certain forms of lymphosarcoma, 
chronic leueaemia and bronchogenic carcinoma. The 
remission brought about in Hodgkin’s disease may be 
dramatic, with relief of pain. However, the remissions 
will only last a few months. They may occur again 
with repeated treatments, but become progressively 
shorter 

Bronchogenic carcinoma is the only epithelial cell 
tumour which responds significantly to therapy with 
nitrogen mustards. 

Triethylene melamine was first synthesised to jm- 
prove the finish of rayon fabrics, but was found to 
have cytotoxic activity. It may be used instead of 
nitrogen mustard. Its advantages are that it may be 
taken orally, and produces less nausea and vomiting. 
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The well-known hypnotic urethane also has cytotoxic 
activity, and has been used in the treatment of 
leucaemia and multiple myeloma. It is interesting to 
note that ionising radiations (from atomic blasts, ete.) 
have cytotoxic actions similar to the substances we 
have been discussing. There is thus now a “radiation 
pharmacology.” The fundamental meaning of the above 
parallelism of action has not yet been ascertained. 
However, it seems more than coincidence that an 
lonising radiation and a highly reactive quaternary 
ammonium cation exhibit so many biological properties 
In common 


ANTIBIOTICS IN SPOTLIGHT AT 
INTERNATIONAL MEETING 


NEW YORK (MPIB), December, 1955.—Modern anti- 
biotics are proving to be the nemesis of many disease 
germs, and yet are safe to the human body. This is the 
encouraging conclusion of the world’s leading authori- 
ties on infectious disease, who recently gathered in 
Washington for the third international symposium on 
antibiotics 

More than a dozen new antibiotic drugs were de- 
scribed at the three-day session. These include several 
that show promise against fungi; infections by certain 
of these yeast-like organisms, however, have so far 
resisted medical attack. The development of a new 
oral form of penicillin, stable in acid stomach secre- 
tions, was also considered an important advance. 

While physicians appeared hopeful about these addi- 
tions to the chemotherapeutic armamentarium, major 
interest remained focused on the antibiotic “big gun,” 
the broad-range drug tetracycline. Dr. A. Ravina and 
his French colleagues stated in La Presse Medicale that 
the drug—also known as bristacycline and steclin~— 
“appears to occupy a dominant position among the 
numerous antibiotics recently developed.” Though it 
was released to physicians only two years ago, it is now 
available throughout the world. 

The Washington meeting indicated that tetracycline 
continues to show remarkable power over a wide vari- 
ety of diseases. For example, Dr. Y. Mitsui reported 
that it is effective in eradicating trachoma, a sight- 
destroying virus infection particularly prevalent in the 
Orient. The report of the Japanese expert was followed 
by that of Dr. C. Posner, of New York, who had found 
tetracycline an “ideal therapeutic agent” in the treat- 
ment and prevention of childbirth complications. 

One of the reasons for tetracycline’s rapid effective- 
ne was suggested to the symposium by a research 
team of Bristo! Laboratories, where the drug was devel- 
oped. According to Dr. C. H. Mann and his co-workers, 
it rapidly reaches therapeutic blood levels, even when 
relatively smal! initial doses are administered 

These findings parallel those of other investigators. 
For example, Dr. A. Minsky and fellow New York 
physicians recently noted in Antibiotics Annual that 


tetracycline treatment results in a “rapid achievement 
of high serum levels which are consistently maintained 
at ordinary dosage levels.” These researchers also 


pointed out that though tetracycline differs chemically 
by only one atom from chlortetracycline, an older but 
related broad-spectrum antibiotic, this difference re- 
sults in “distinct advantages,” such as lower incidence 
of untoward effects and greater stability. 

The Washington symposium was sponsored by the 
United States Government. In addition to United States 
and Canadian physicians, experts from Australia, Chile, 
Denmark, France, Germany, India, Italy, Japan, 
Mexico, and other countries participated in presenta- 
tion of papers and the panel discussions.

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Investing Explained for the Beginner 


No longer the prerogative of the wealthy, share investing is a method now used by all classes of Australians to 


increase their income and make their savings grow. 


Investing in public companies is simply a matter of 
putting your money to work—of using your surplus 
savings with the intention of making money through 
ownership of shares or other securities. 


Wealth Not Necessary 


In contrast to the popular fallacy, you need not be 
in the higher income bracket to invest. The success 
stories of men who made their fortunes from modest 
beginnings are many and spectacular. However, their 
investments were often of a speculative nature, which 
is certainly not advisable for the layman. Rather he 
should look for sound income and growth prospects. 

If you work for a living—as most of us do—you 
have a personal interest in this investing business 
because somebody invested money in the business for 
which you work, making your job possible. 

Many cther potential investors never enter the market 
simply because they do not unde:

Ordinary Shares and Voting 


Ordinary shareholders (that is, those persons owning 
a company’s ordinary shares) have the right to vote 
for election of Directors and to share in the distribution 
of assets if the company is dissolved.

circumstances, 
Personal Matters First 

Many things should be considered before investing 
in company securities—particularly if you are raising 
a family. First an adequate insurance plan. And if 
you are paying for a home, you will want to apply 
all surplus money into paying off the real estate mort- 
gage. Finally, provision will be needed for the chil 
dren’s education, and you will want a cash reserve to 
meet emergencies 

After these items are dealt with it is a simple matter 
to calculate how much is left over for investment 
But it must be remembered that securities are no 
substitute for a cash reserve Prices continually 
fluctuate, and one of the reasons people lose money 
on the stock market is that emergencies force them 
to sell their securities at the current market price— 
which may be less than they paid 


Investors Own the Company 


Since the discovery of gold about 100 years ago, 
the growth of public companies has been rapid, and 
there are now approximately 2000 listed on Australia’s 
stock exchanges—and each is owned and controlled by 
individual citizens: the share holders. In a sense the 
people who own a company are partners. They supply 
the money,.that makes the business possible. If the 


immediate prospect of high divi- 
dends. With that intention he might be willing to 
invest his money into the younger and more dynamic 
industries which have greater possibilities for future 
expansion but which, at the same time, have greater 
elements of risk. 


Growth v. Income v. Safety 

Income is the main investment object of a great 
many people. Perhaps you want to supplement your 
salary, and thus a few extra pounds coming in from 
time to time may be more important than the prospect 
of capital appreciation. (Although many stocks combine 
both good dividends and growth.) Under these circum- 
stances you will turn to companies which have long 
records of stable earnings 

On the other hand your first consideration might 
be safety. Then you will look for securities which 
fluctuate very little in price regardle of business 
condition An example of this would be one of the 
better quality preference stocks; for these carry a fixed 
dividend rate. However, preference shares have not 
the unlimited range of improvement which ordinary 
shares possess, and consequently their price only very 
rarely improves to any great extent 


Planned Goals 


An investment programme should be tailored speci- 
fically to meet individual needs A young married 
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couple would invest differently from a 50-year-old 
school teacher or a 65-year-old widow. Thus before 
you invest you must ask yourself: “What is my invest 
ment objective?” And the answer must be in terms 
of goals and purposes—not pounds and shilling 

When the prospective investor decides on his invest 
ment objective, the next step is to select the type of 
company security best suited to meet his financia] need 
There are two major classes of securities in which one 
may invest—shares and debentures. 

Shares may be divided into ordinary and preference 


Ordinary shares represent ordinary ownership in a 
business, and carry no special rights or obligation 
They do not carry a fixed dividend—in other words 
dividends may vary from year to year according to 
the company’s earnings. In periods of poor business 
no ordinary dividends may be paid, while if the com 
pany prospers payments to ordinary shareholders may 
reach high levels. 


Types of Co-Security 


Preference shares represent ownership with certain 
special rights. Dividend rate is specific and fi 
advance. Preference shares are either cumulative or 
non-cumulative. Where the shares are labelled cumu 
lative, if the company is unable to pay the dividend 
when due it “accumulates,” and all unpaid preference 
dividends must be paid before anything can be di 
tributed on ordinary shares. If “non-cumulative this 
provision does not apply 

Debentures are evidences of debt 
company promise to pay a stated amount of interes 
each year, but it guarantees to pay back the ful 
amount borrowed at the end of five, ten, or twent 
years——whatever the specified “life” of the debenture 
If a company goes out of business, its asset ire 
liquidated, and debenture holders (if any) are repaid 
out of whatever money is available before anything 
is applied to repaying share capital

We all know the old adage, “Don't put all your egg 
in one basket.” This holds true with the investor, too 

it is wise to put your money in more than one 
security when the amount of your savings will permit 
this spread 

Spread for Safety 

The simplest form of diversification is to hold some 
ordinary shares, preference shares, and debentur: You 
obviously have not done much diversifying if you hold 
shares and debentures of the same company. Although 
you have gone through the motions of balancing growth, 
income and safety, it is not a wise balance—for if that 
one company fails you may lose your entire invest 
ments 

Another method of diversifying one’s holdings is by 
investing in different companies If, however, an 
investor owns securities of ten different companies in 
the textile industry, his protection is limited, as the 
fundamental economic factors which affect one company 
will also affect all the others. Therefore in diversifying 
in this manner the investor is solely dependent on the 
variations in managerial skill and foresight 


Pick Varying Industries 


A third and much more valuable kind of diversifi 
cation is achieved by investing each successive accu 
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mulation of savings in a different industry. In this 
way the wise man spreads his risk over a wider area, 
since economic factors which affect one industry need 
not necessarily have any effect on others. 

The market price of shares, like the price of food 
or clothing, depends on how much buyers are willing 
to pay and how cheaply those who own are willing 
to sell. When a company issues its shares so that 
it can raise the money it needs to begin or expand 
operations, a specific value is set on the shares But 
once the shares are issued, the price is then on its 
own, and the shares are “traded” on the market at 
whatever price on which buyer and seller can agree. 


Price is Only Supply and Demand 

What people are willing to pay for a particular stock 
is determined by many factors. One of the most im- 
portant is earnings. That means what the company 
has earned (its past record), what it is earning (its 
present state of health), and what it might earn (its 
prospects for the future). 

So selecting a company is a matter of knowledge 
and judgment You should know the answers to 
questions such as these: How progressive is the com- 
pany? How good is its management? How popular 
are its products? 

They are just some of the factors the intelligent 
investor wants to consider so that he can form opinions 
of what his stock is likely to be worth—tomorrow 

The price of a security at any given time is nothing 
more than the collective expression of all the opinions 
of all the people who are then buying or selling it— 
their opinions about the value of the security. And 
these opinions are often influenced by general business 
conditions and changes in world affairs. 


Up and Down Movements 

Sometimes a great many people will decide more or 
less at the same time that it is a good idea to buy 
shares. Such general buying action raises the average 
price of all stocks. If a price rise is big enough and 
lasts long enough, we have what is called a bull 
market 

A bear market is just the opposite. The average 
price of all shares drops because of widespread selling 
To be bullish or bearish simply means to believe that 
shares will go up or down. 


You, Investing and the Future 


If you decide to invest you must realise that some 
risk is involved. And you should not expect to grow 
rich overnight Although, of course, there are men 
who have done just that and have carved careers for 
themselves as spectacular as those of Byron and 
Disraeli jut aan men are rare. 

However, the average person who investigates care- 
fully and thoughtfully before he invests should be able 
not only to bolster his income, but build a fund for 
later year by “putting his money to work” in Aus- 
tralian industry 


DECONTROL OF CORTISONE IN SCOTLAND 


The Ministry of Health and the Department of Health 
for Scotland have made arrangements with U.K. manu- 
facturers of cortisone and hydrocortisone which will 
enab'e preparations of these substances to be freely 
prescribable by doctors in this country from December 
5. The arrangements do not apply to corticotrophin 
(ACTH) and certain steroid substances such as pred- 
nisone and prednisolone which, for the time being, will 
continue to be supplied only through hospitals

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Furniture Beetle 


Anobium punctatum 


By E. H. Zeck, F.R.Z.S., Entomologist, N.S.W. Department of Agriculture. 


By now (September, 1955) the adults of this borer will be emerging, and their small circular exit holes or flight 
holes may be seen in the timber, and beneath furniture or woodwork accumulations of wood-powder or “dust” 


which falls from them as the beetles gnaw their way out. 


This dust and the small holes of the adults in the 


timber are frequently the first indications that timber is infested. Timber that is known to have been infested 
the previous season should be carefully watched for the presence of any new holes or “dust” beneath it, as early 
treatment will considerably reduce the infestation. 


These beetles commonly infest shelving, flooring and 
furniture constructed with pine timbers, and also 
portions of more costly articles where pine has been 
used, such as in pianos, etc. They may also attack 
some of the harder woods, such as beech, maple, willow 
and other 

The adults usually commence to emerge from the 
timber about the end of September, and emergence 
may continue until January, or even later. The beetles 
usually emerge at night, and at this time may be found 
crawling over the infested wood or wandering nearby. 
In darkened or ill-lighted rooms, however, they may 
emerge during the day. 

The furniture beetle, which belongs to the family 
Anobiidae, is a cosmopolitan pest. Another cosmo- 
politan beetle, Sitodrepa panicea, sometimes occurs in 
large numbers in dwellings, and is frequently thought 
by householders to be a “furniture beetle” or “wood- 
borer,” but this beetle lives in stored foodstuffs of 
various kinds. It is known popularly as the “biscuit 
weevil” or “drug store” beetle. 

The adult furniture beetle, which may measure from 
about one-tenth to one-fifth inch in length, is dark 
brown, and the thorax overhangs the head like a hood. 
The beetle has a slow but steady flight, and in rooms 
where infestations occur, numbers may be found on 


window ledges. 
Life History 

i g laying begins a few days after mating, and the 
eggs are deposited in cracks, pores or holes in the 
wood, or on the rough-cut ends of sawn timber, or in 
the tunnels from which beetles have emerged. 

The eggs hatch, and the minute larvae or grubs 
bore into the wood, where they remain feeding and 
tunnelling through the timber for about ten months 
or even longer. There is no readily visible sign of 
where a young “borer” has entered the wood. The 
tunnels are irregular in direction, and the powdery 
excretion, which is not tightly packed within them, is 
coarse grained 

The body of the larva is whitish, and bears a double 
row of small transverse brown spines on the upper 
surface of the third thoracic, and on the seven following 
abdominal segments It has three pairs of small 
thoracte legs, all of which are of about the same size, 
and a yellowish head 

When fully fed, the larva enters its pupal or chrysalis 
stage within the end of a tunnel, close to the surface 
of the wood. About three weeks later it becomes an 
adult, and gnaws its way out through the wood, leaving 
the conspicuous emergence hole and powder beneath 
There is evidence thet the life cycle may last three 
year: 

Timbers Attacked 

The furniture beetle has been found infesting the 
following timbers: 

Australian Timbers.—Acacia melanoxylon (black- 
wood), Agathis robusta (Queensland kauri), Araucaria 
cunninghamii (hoop, colonial or Maryborough pine), 
Duboisia myoporoides (corkwood), Elaeocarpus obo- 
vatus (white wood), Euroschinus falcatus (Port Mac- 
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quarie beech, pink poplar or blush cudgerie), Evodia 
sp. (Soapwood), Olearia argophylla (musk), Tieghemo- 
panax elegans (black pencil cedar), T. murrayi (pencil 
cedar). 

Exotic Timbers...Acer saccharum (maple), Agathis 
australis (New Zealand kauri), Alnus glutinosa (alder), 
Betula verrucosa (birch), Fagus sp. (beech), Juglans 
regia (walnut), Liriodendron tulipifera (American 
tulipwood), Picea excelsa (Baltic pine), Pinus hale- 
pensis (Aleppo pine), P. radiata (Californian or insignis 
pine), P. laricio (Corsican pine), P. strobo (Weymouth 
pine), Podocarpus dacrydioides (New Zealand white 
pine—very susceptible, Pseudotsuga douglasii (oregon) 

rare, only in weathered timber, Quercus spp. (Japa- 
nese or Pacific oak and English oak), Salix sp. (willow), 
Tsuga canadensis (hemlock) 


Control 


Light, colourl oils, containing 5 per cent. penta- 
chlorphenol in solution, are now commonly used for the 
control of borers. Light oils containing copper naph- 
thenate, which are bright green in colour, and oils 
containing zinc naphthenate which are colourless, have 
been widely used in Australia with good results. The 
zinc naphthenate, however, is not considered to be as 
effective as the copper 

A newer insecticide now in use for the treatment 
of borers is a light oil containing dichlorethyl ether 
plus either chlordane or dieldrin, This insecticide is 
available commercially 

Coal-tar cresote or creosote oil has been commonly 
used for the control of borers, and thorough treatment 
of timbers with this will usually prevent the beetles 
from laying on, or reinfesting the timber, and will also 
kill any larvae or pupae it may reach near the surface, 
Creosote oil produces a dark brown stain, and affects 
the painting or staining of the wood, The density of 
the stain may be reduced by mixing the creosote with 
an equal quantity, or more, of kerosene, but this renders 
the creosote Jess effective 

Other mixtures sometimes used are a solution con- 
taining 9 fl. oz. of vegetable turpentine, 1 fi. oz. of 
kerosene, to which may be added 4 oz. of paradichloro- 
benzene crystals; and a solution of 1 oz. of paradichloro- 
benzene dissolved in 4 pint kerosene 

Solutions containing orthodichlorobenzene are also 
used A mixture containing equal quantities of tur- 
pentine and kerosene is also sometimes used for small 
articles and furniture, where the infestation is of limited 
extent. These solutions, however, are not as lasting in 
their effects, and more frequent applications are 
necessary 

Heat treatment, at a temperature of 175 deg. F. (in 
the centre of the timber) for one hour, is sometimes 
feasible, and will kill borers and their eggs, and vacuum 
fumigation may be recommended for their control in 
valuable articles or pieces of furniture 


Treatment 


Small articles may be treated by brushing on the 
solution and allowing it to penetrate into the holes, 
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or it may be injected into the holes by means of a fine 
pointed syringe 


If a power syringe is used, sufficient pressure may 
be exerted to force the solution deep into the timber: 
and through the tunnels in the wood, and wh: the 
infestation of borers is heavy, or has been prolonged, 
the liquid may be seen percolating through flight hol 
a considerable distance from the point of injection 


Power syringes are on the market 


Whatever treatment is adopted, every effort should 
be made to obtain the greatest possible degree of pene 


tration. It must be remembered that perseverance and 
repeated treatments throughout the season may be 
necessary, a8 any one treatment with chemica may 


not give complete control teplacement of extensively 
damaged timber may be preferable to its continuous 
treatment

FUSION OF PHARMACEUTICAL AND SCIENCE

Sir,—The National Council of the National Union of 
Pharmaceutical Students of Australia read with interest 
the report in the November “Australasian Journal of 
Pharmacy” of the discussion of the feasibility of a 
fusion of Pharmaceutical and Science courses.

It will ensure that pharmacy will 
occupy its logical and important position amongst the 
other health professions. N.U.P.S.A. wishes to raise the 
standard and advance the interests of our profession— 
it wishes to promote the usefulne and efficiency of 
persons practising pharmacy and to afford facilities for 
the better education of persons desirous of attaining 
higher qualifications in pharmaceutical science. 
N.U.P.S.A. sees in this scheme a practical method of 
realising this policy 

The far-reaching effect and benefit of such a proposal 
may be classified into three sections 

(1) As applied to pharmacists engaged in the teaching 
profession at Universitie Colleges or Schoo] 

The increased recognition of the importance of 
pharmaceutical science to industry, the increased de- 
mand for pharmaceutical chemists, the policy of the 
Government in subsidising these institutions, have all 
increased the opportunities for remunerative occupa 
tions in the teaching branch of the profession, but suit 
able and accessible (viz., the scheme under discussion) 
training must be given before appointment to lecture 
hip in Universities and Technical College A student 
interested in an academic career, after having com- 


pleted his Ph.C., will ordinarily obtain a B.Se. degree 
under the scheme. Then demonstratorships and re- 
search scholarships are often available for students with 
a good record, and a student's success in an academic 
career depends to a large extent upon his achievements 
in research after graduation. In many cases University 
and Technical College positions may lead to important 
positions in industry, whilst on the other hand those 
with industrial experience are often selected to fill 
lectureships in training institutions. The ultimate out- 
come could well be a pharmaceutical education entirely 
dependant upon Australian teachers made available 
through the cheme Thus you will agree that it is 
NOT an “educational luxury.’ 

(2) As applied to those engaged on Research Work 
in Teaching Establishments and in Industry 

Much will have to be left unsaid on this point for 
there has been an enormous amount of matter written 
on this subject. The fact that Australia with a popula- 
tion of nine million people has established and main- 
tained ten Universities and more than double that num- 
ber of Technical Colleges, whose graduates receive re- 
cognition throughout the world of learning, is evidence 
that the task of training scientists, technologists and 
scholars is being treated as a matter of serious national 
concern. But if these people are to be trained effec- 
tively, they must be able to call on a body of informa- 
tion which is being continuously enlarged and deep- 
ened, and this is the point at which the research worker 
enters the field. The N.U.P.S.A. National Council has, 
of course, assumed that a point of agreement is that 
any healthy teaching establishment expenditure upon 
research should proceed pasi passu with growth in 
other direction As an example is the work being 
currently carried out at the Sydney University centred 
on the cardiac glycosides—the programme is heavy, and 
the staff/student ratio is extremely high, but in spite 
of difficultie the research work, conducted by the 
staff, research fellows and senior students, is necessary 
to retain the vitality of the school Research in 
pharmacology offers an amazing number of projects, 
and here a worker with a pharmaceutical background 
has a big advantage 

(3) As applied to Pharmacists engaged in Industry, 
Commerce; those holding public or semi-publie posi- 
tions, and those practising as Consultants or Public 


Analyst 

If the industrial development which has taken place 
over the last few years is to be maintained and ex 
panded, it is essential that there be a continual flow of 
trained men and women coming forward to occupy 
responsible posts in the pharmaceutical industry which 
increased activity must create. Our national develop- 
ment has grown to a stage where the manufacturing 
industries are assuming a position of much greater im 
portance in our economy, and this has meant the 
focussing of far greater attention upon pharmaceutical 
science than has hitherto been the case. This has meant 
the provision of many more and improved facilities (viz., 
the scheme under discussion) in order that those in 
terested in making their careers in these flelds may 
receive a training adequate to the demands which will 
be made upon them later in life 

The Commonwealth Statistician’s classification of 
Pharmaceutical and Toilet Preparations Employment 
is that in these activities employment has increased 
from approximately ten thousand persons in 1938-39 
to over twenty thousand persons currently: value of 
production has greater significance, Le., ix million 
pounds in 1938-39 to over thirty million pounds cur 
rently. The considerable advances made in the manu 
facture of pharmaceutical chemicals and drugs in Aus 
tralia during World War II (e.g., Monsanto and Timbrol 
for manufacture of synthetic phenol) have remained 
as permanent assets to the community, and progress 
has continued, instanced by the sulpha drugs and anti 
biotics All this points to the need for schemes like the 
Combined B.Se./Ph.C. proposal Government instru- 
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mentalities such as Government Chemical Laboratories, 
Agriculture and Mines Department, Commonwealth 
Departments such as the C.S.LR.O., Trade and Customs, 
Supply and Development, Health, Patents, et are 
other avenues for pharmaceutical chemists holding the 
B.Sc. degree 

Although there are peculiar difficulties in each State, 
the National Council looks forward to the time when 
the scheme is extended to all States, and applaud Vix 
toria and New South Wales for setting the lead in this 
particularly worth while development. Yours, eté

In reply to a question on substitutes for heroi: Lord 
Mancroft, in the House of Lords, said that the Govern 
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ment were advised that there were a number of other 
drugs which were considered to afford benefits com- 
parable to those derived from heroin. The drugs 
selected must, of course, depend on the circumstances 
of the particular case to be treated. The two principal 
uses of heroin were to relieve pain and suppress cough. 
As regards analgesia, there were available, in addition 
to the opium alkaloids, including papaveretum, a num- 
ber of new and powerful analgesics, such as metha- 
done, pethidine and levorphan. Cough linctuses con- 
taining, for example, opium, morphine, methadone, 
codeine or hydrocodone in appropriate dosage were as 
efficient as linctuses containing heroin. 


A Better Antibiotic? 


As a result of a visit of doctors from the Soviet 
Union to the United Kingdom, it is hoped that a new 
antibiotic, discovered in Kussia, will be sent for trial 
here. This antibiotic is named albomycin, and is 
claimed to be much more potent than peniciilin. It is 
said that it has no apparent side effects, and is, there- 
fore, particularly valuable for the treatment of young 
children. The Medical Research Council will under- 
take clinical trials over a period of about two years. 
Albomycin is used as the sulphate, and is red in colour, 
due to the presence of a minute trace of iron. If this 
is removed, the activity is greatly reduced. 


Prescribing Cortisone 


Cortisone and hydro-cortisone are now prescribable 
for the general public, and in the Decemper issue of 
“Prescribers’ Notes,” the bulletin sent to all practi- 
tioners by the Ministry of HeaJth, a warning was 
given on the dangers of casual prescribing of these 
compounds. Treatment which involves oral or paren- 
teral use of cortisone over long periods should only 
be undertaken after specialist consultation. In patients 
likely to require prolonged treatment, an initial daily 
visit to establish correct dosage, routine determinations 
of blood pressure, body-weight, blood count and urin- 
alysis, together with occasional studies of blood sugar 
and electrolytes, have been enjoined as essential pre- 
cautions. This is undoubtedly a sphere of therapy 
where the interests of the patient demand a close co- 
operation between hospital specialist and family doctor 


Trade or Profession? 

In the May Newsletter last year it was reported 
that the High Court in Eire had ruled that pharmacy 
was a trade, not a profession, and therefore a fit sub- 
ject for an inquiry by the Fair Trade Commission. An 
appeal has now been made to the Supreme Court by 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland against the de- 
cision It was conceded during the hearing of the 
appeal that pharmaceutical chemists in Eire were re- 
cognised by Statute as a profession, but it was not 
conceded that the activities of chemists were profes 
sional. During the appeal an affidavit was considered 
from Mr. Michael Costello, a former President of the 
Society, which included a statement that a pharmacist, 
when reading a prescription, must always be on the 
alert to detect a dose that might produce unpleasant 
or dangerous results, and to anticipate unintended re- 
sults from a prescription containing ingredients that 
were chemically incompatible. The prescribing doctor 
relied on the pharmacist—because of the pharmacist’: 
more intensive training in chemistry and compound 
ing—to interpret his intentions correctly, and to con 
sult him in any case of doubt. Hence the responsibility 
for dispensing an injurious prescription was the re- 
sponsibility of the chemist who dispensed it, and not 
the responsibility of the prescribing doctor. Cases in 
which a pharmacist rad occasion to refer a prescrip 
tion to the prescribing doctor were of every-day oc 
currence 

Mr. Costello also cited a number of cases in which 
prescriptions had had to be referred back to the doctor 
concerned In one case “chlorodyne” had been pre- 
scribed. If taken “as directed” (a teaspoonful every 
four hours), it would have contained an overdose of 
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morphine, chloroform and prussic acid. In another 
case Takadiastase had been prescribed in error for 
Taka-zyma. If dispensed as written, the prescription 
would have had serious results. In a third case soluble 
Luniinal had been prescribed by a specialist in such 
a way that it would have been precipitated as a solid 
and be likely to form a fatal dose at the bottom ot 
the bottle. 

The training of a chemist in prescription reading 
was mentioned, and in another affidavit by the Dean otf 
the Society’s College the high standard of training of 
pharmaceutical chemists was set out. Mr. Conolly, who 
appeared on behalf of the Fair Trade Commission, was 
questioned by the Judges, and said that no customer 
was ever asked for a professional charge; he was asked 
to pay the retail price of a medicine, which was a 
composite price. Mr. Justice Kingsmill Moore said 
that when he paid for a medicine it had never crossed 
his mind that he was merely paying for the ingredients 
in it. The chemist claimed a certain amount for exer- 
cising his skill and care. Mr. Conolly did not agree 
with this view, and said that it was a trade trans- 
action. The profession was an unusual and anonialous 
one. 

Mr. Conolly went on to submit that a limited liability 
company employing a pharmaceutical chemist was un- 
doubtedly trading in respect of the medicine it sup- 
plied, and there was a proper subject for inquiry. 
Medicine, he submitted, was not a luxury but an every- 
day necessity, which people required from time to 
time, and which should properly be subject to inves- 
tigation. If a person was engaged in making retail 
sales, he was in trade. 

For the Society, Mr. Brian Walsh said that the com- 
pany position had been thrust on the profession and 
was not its own choice. At the date of writing judg- 
ment has not been given. 


Fellowship of the Society 


At its December meeting the Council of the Phar- 
maceutical Society accepted a report from the Sub- 
Committee which had been set up to consider the 
future award of the Fellowship of the Society. At the 
present time there are over 2500 Fellows who achieved 
this distinction by having been registered as pharma- 
ceutical chemists before the present Act came into 
being. It seems, however, that the number is now at 
a maximum, as all future awards will be made as a 
result of original work, carried out by members. The 
Sub-Committee discarded the idea of examination for 
the Fellowship, although the Charter and By-laws of 
the Society would have permitted this alternative. It 
was decided that the test of fitness to be a Fellow 
should not be only the possession of knowledge but 
also the submission of evidence of initiative, imagina- 
tion and creative ability. But there will still remain 
two routes to the Fellowship, although both will be 
by making original contributions to the advancement 
of pharmaceutical know ‘‘e. In the first case, this 
condition can be satisfied young pharmacists spend 
ing a substantial part of t -ir time on specialised work 
and publishing the reports of their investigations. A] 
ternatively, older members might spread the work over 
many years, and might not necessarily publish papers, 
but nevertheless fulfil the condition of advancing phar 
maceutical knowledge. For the younger group a five- 
year minimum membership would be required and an 
entrance fee of 12 guineas would be called for to pre- 
vent frivolous application. A qualifying period of 20 
years would be necessary for the older group, and they 
would have thei: work brought to the notice of the 
Council by its Education Committee, and no fee would 
be payable 

Some discussion took place at the Council meeting 
on the question of Honorary Fellowships, but no de 
cision was reached, and the Council was reminded 
that it was not the custom for organisations to grant 
Honorary Fellowships to their own members The 


question of creating a Fellowship was first broached 
as long ago as 1947. 


Examination Conditions 


At the same meeting the Council agreed to two im- 
portant changes in examination conditions. In the In- 
termediate Examination in Practical Chemistry stu- 
dents will now be permitted to consult text-books for 
both their quantitative and qualitative work This 
decision brings the Society into line with many other 
educational bodies. In the final examination in phar- 
maceutics the translation question from French or Ger- 
man will be omitted. Both changes will come into 
operation at the next examination in June. 


National Formulary 


The Joint Formulary Committee has recommended 
that an alternative edition of the National Formulary 
1957, with the preparations listed in pharmacological 
order, be published for private sale and the Formulary 
section be printed in English, with Latin sub-titles, 
and using the metric system of measurement, This 
book would be used largely in hospitals, including 
teaching hospitals, and by some general practitioners, 
The standard edition would be continued, and would 
be issued to all medical practitioners and pharmacists, 
as is done at present It has also been agreed that 
the metric system will replace the apothecary system 
in all Formularies published after December 31, 1962. 


Documentation of Applied Chemistry 

Recently an international congress on Documenta- 

tion of Applied Chemistry was held in London. As a 
result, the following recommendations have been sent 
to the International Union of Pure and Applied 
Chemistry for consideration 

1. Creation of national centres to deal with inter 
mittent publications 

2. Formation of terminological bureaux or centres 
in each country 

3. Study of law of copyright in relation to transla 
tions 

4. The use of a single language for scientific publi- 
cations. 

5. A committee of documentalists and working scien- 
tists to study problems of documentation in ap- 
plied chemistry, with reference to the needs of 
users 

6. A committee to study present publishing systems 
for original papers and abstracts and to advise 
whether any change is necessary 

7. A study be made of the training required for 
documentation managers, whose responsibility 
should be to co-ordinate the results of the infor 
mation research services 

8. In the next edition of Index Bibliographicus it 
should be listed against each publication, whether 
it has an index and, if so, of what nature 


Poison Law Changes 

A number cf changes in Poisons Law come into oper 
ation during January. The most important of these is 
that Amphetamine is added to Schedule IV of the 
Poisons Rules. This means that it cannot be sold by 
retail, except on medical, dental or veterinary prescrip- 
tion. Pocket inhalers continue to be exempt ben this 
restriction. Preparations containing sulphonamides for 
the treatment of coccidiosis have been taken out of 
this Schedule. Other amendments permit the use of 
fluted plastic containers for the storage of poisons, and 
in hospitals and similar institutions, preparations, 
which should be placed in a “cupboard reserved solely 
for the storage of poisons and other dangerous sub- 
stances,” should be specially marked. Formerly they 
were described as “poisonous substances,” and it ap- 
pears to be within the discretion of the pharmacist to 
decide which substances should be claysified as “dan- 
gerous.” 
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Criticism of N.H.S. 


The third of the Committee of Public Accounts in 
cludes a review of the National Health Servic: The 
Committee were giad to be assured that the prices paid 
for standard drugs have on the whole not been exce 
sive The results of the investigations into propri 


tary preparations and basic drugs, however, caused 
them serious concern, and this concern was not aim 
inished by the statements made in evidence |! the 
Ministry and the Treasury that little progr« had been 
made in the negotiations with the industry, that 


they had no idea as to when agreement would be 
reached. The Committee cannot view with equanimity 


the continued payment of prices which, on the ¢ 

dence now forthcoming, include a profit margi: it 
stantially in excess of that hitherto accepted ippro 
priate for Government contracts They recognise that 
as drugs provided under the National Health Service 
are supplied by retail chemists from stocks and not 


purchased direct by the Government, there may be 
practical difficulties in arranging spec lal and sa 
tory prices for them. They trust that a way v be 
found of overcoming these difficulties, but, should 
not, they suggest that consideration be given to the 


possibility of arrangements to obtain from mar a 
turers, whose prices have been shown by costir to 
be excessive, annual rebates based on estimat of 
Health Service purchases of their preparatio: and 


calculated to reduce the prices paid to a fair and rea 
sonable level. This last suggestion is rev onal 
and entirely contrary to the normal procedure in co! 
tracting

risen to nearly 33 per cent. In Scotland the propo

The Committee welcome the efforts being made t

The Committee appreciate that under the Health Ser 
vice a doctor has an absolute right to prescribe what 
he considers medically suitable for his patient, pro 
vided the quantities prescribed are not excessive 
Nevertheless it seems to them, without prejudice to 
this principle, that the taxpayer has every right to ex 
pect due economy in prescribing and that, where there

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SOUTH AFRICA 


Grievances 

At the last Annual General Meeting of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society an Actions Committee was elected to 
pre for an interview with the Minister of Health, to 
ee if some agreement could be arrived at about the 
long-standing grievances of pharmacy. To prepare the 
way they compiled a memorandum which summarised 
their grous They stated therein that at the incep- 
tion of the Medical Dental and Pharmacy Act 1928, 
three concessions were made to the Government, per- 
mitting that doctors should be allowed to dispense, 
that certain poisons should be sold by g¢ neral dealers, 
ind that corporate bodies should be allowed to practice 
pharmacy 

They contend that these concessions have now gone 
far beyond what was originally intended. When doctors 
were originally given the right to dispense there were 
only 960 chemists in the whole of the Union. Today 
there are 1,600 retail chemists, of which 1,049 are in the 
nine principal urban areas and 551 in country towns. 
Today there are also some 6,750 doctors in practice, 
of whom, according to the President of the Board, one- 
half do their own dispensing. 

For once in a while this state of affairs got a nation- 
wide interest when a news commentator got hold of 
the story and broadcast it. 

The Minister of Health had some time ago indicated 
that he would see the Society’s deputation, but recently 
he directed that a meeting be arranged between the 
SA. Pharmacy Board, the Medical Council and the 
Veterinary Association to see if some measure of agree- 
ment between them could be arrived at Strangely 
enough those in office in the Medical Council and the 
Medical Association always seem anxious to agree that 
dispensing should be given up by the doctor, but the 
body of medical practitioners puts the pressure on and 
the idea gets no further 

So far there has only been a preliminary meeting, 
but reports are not encouraging. 

Of the other two grouses one is dealt with in an 
article in the S.A. General Dealer, in which the editorial 
suggests that those who have not already got patent 
medicine licences should take them out and develop 
this angle of their trade. There are ten times as many 
general dealers as chemists, and it is not unusual for 
a tailor or haberdasher, a hairdresser or grocer to take 
out a general dealer's licence and to do a little poaching. 

This comes to the fore when the newspapers have 
been holding forth at great length and in sensational 
vein on drug addiction. One newspape! alleges that 
there are 10,000 drug addicts in the Union and that many 
people live on a diet of codeine pills, dexidrine or 
morphine products. Since the sale of such drugs is con- 
trolled by law it is obviously absurd, unless many 
chemists are breaking that law. I know enough of my 
professjonal brethren to be aware that they are in the 
majority law abiding, and are likely to waste a lot of 
time and money talking a customer out of a sale 

The third point, that of practice by corporate bodies, 
is fraught with difficulties. Can one deny the right to 
the chemist to limit his liability? Once this | acknow- 
ledged I can see no means by which it is possible to 
prevent a non-pharmacist from acquiring shares, indeed 
a controlling interest in such a firm. At the moment a 
chemist must be the managing director of the firm, and 
“must in fact manage.” But no one has attempted to 
define “must in fact manage” and it ends up by the 
qualified managing director being the whipping boy for 


the company 


To remedy thi tate of affairs a memorandum sent 
to the Minister suggests that the time has now come for 
an amendment to the law. Whilst desirous of seeing 
the original concessions withdrawn in toto, the Society 
is prepared to concede that dispensing may be carried 
on by a doctor and that poisons may be sold by a general

The Society and the Board

ceutical Journal, a writer attempts to clarify the respe:

an advisory body, and thereby has its hands tied to a 
great extent, I wonder? I recall that the Privy Council 
is also an advisory body, but no one disregards its 
advice 

The activities of the Board in other directions con 
tinues. In its semi-annual report is recorded disciplinary 
action against a number of chemists. Advertising of 
dispensing services is the chief offence, and | recall a 
suggestion by a prominent pharmacist at a conference, 
that advertisement should be limited to one, viz We 
dispense with accuracy!” 

One chemist was reprimanded for keeping open after 
six p.m., and several appear to be in trouble over 
apprentices 

Chemists are notoriously lax about apprentices; either 
they seck to keep them tied for a longer period than is 
necessary by not registering their contracts, or they use 
them as cheap labour and neglect to train them. W uld 
that chemists see the light and regard the taking of an 
apprentice as a privilege, the returning to the profession 
of some of the benefits gained

A short while ago the Pharmaceutical Society

Dispensing by Doctors—a Raw Deal for Pharmacy 
The memorandum asserts that the Society 
2,368 of the 2,576 chemists on the Register and 


to state that at the inception of the M.D. and P. Act 
in 1928 three concessions were made by the chemists 
and druggists in the interests of the country. These 
were: That doctors on payment of a licence fee (if any) 
should be allowed to dispense, that certain poisons 
should be sold through channels other than a chemist, 
and that corporate bodies should be allowed to engage 
in pharmacy. 

The Society now contends that South Africa has de- 
veloped to such an extent that the need for these con- 
cessions no longer exists, and asks that the Act should 
be amended to give effect to this. 

The Minister of Health had indicated that he would 
grant an interview to a deputation from the Actions 
Committee which was elected at the last annual general 
meeting of the Society. Before the date was finalised, 
the Minister apparently consulted with the advisory 
body elected under the Act, the S.A. Pharmacy Board, 
and instructed the President of that body to convene 
a meeting between interested parties, to arrive at a 
mutually acceptable solution and bring it back to him. 

The interested parties were the Medical Council, the 
Veterinary Association and the chemists. 

The Pharmaceutical Society was not officially invited, 
although the President of the Board invited the Vice- 
President of the Society (who happens to be a member 
of the Board) and two other retail chemists, one of 
whom is a member of the Actions Committee 


This meeting duly took place and to quote one of 
those present, “I have no hesitation in saying that the 
meeting failed in its purpose. In fact it was a washout!” 
Strong words? Yes, but apparently not too strong, since 
it has now become evident that the representative of 
the medical profession was sent with no instructions, no 
mandate, knowing little of pharmacy’s problems and 
caring less 

Since that date the Minister has cancelled the arrange- 
ment to accord an interview with the Society, and the 
world of pharmacy is more than a little annoyed that, 
due to the intervention of the Board, the Society has 
now lost its opportunity. 

The report in the Pharmaceutical Journal carrying 
this story is headed, “Doctors take all, give nothing,” 
and a more succinct summing-up of the attitude of the 
doctors I have yet to read. What is this strange divinity 
which hedges the medical profession about and which 
renders them immune to the normal courtesies of life? 

“It is obvious,” goes on the report, “that the methods 
used up to now to stop dispensing doctors will not pro- 
duce the results the pharmaceutical profession needs 
to ensure its contniued existence ... It would be better 
to mould public opinion in its favour than try to come 
to terms with the doctors. The time has long passed 
when we should have to go cap in hand to the doctors 
and ask them to give back what they have taken away.” 

In the past at least two Ministers of Health have 
viewed with sympathy the problems of pharmacy, but 
death removed them before they could help pharmacy. 
The Report of the Committee of Inquiry into the train- 
ing of pharmacists said, “It is clear that in this country 
only one half of the pharmacists have the opportunity 
of exercising their rightful function of dispensing medi- 

ae ame Bremer report also says, and this 

be writ large in the annals of pharmacy, “It 

be considered whether the licences of general 

dealers should not be limited in the matter of the stock- 

ing and sale of medicines and drugs when a pharmacist 
is available 

The professional status of the pharmacist would be 
considerably enhanced in this way and many country 
areas would benefit to the extent that they would ac- 
quire pharmacies 

The pharmacist with a good scientific background 
would be much more valuable and his knowledge could 
be more useful to any community, as also his well- 
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informed assistance in the fields of hygiene and the pre- 
vention of contamination 

The availability of pharmacists therefore is of great 
practical importance in a country as sparsely populated 
as ours 

Reading this back my mind at once turns to Shake- 
speare “Oh wise and valiant judge! A Daniel come to 
judgement!” 

It is obvious that the Pharmacy Board is also sick 
at heart with the turn events have taken, for at a recent 
meeting it passed a resolution asking the Minister to 
proceed with the amendment of the Act in accordance 
with the previous proposal agreed upon in 1953 by the 
then Minister, the late Dr. K. Bremer. In the meantime, 
the Society is still pressing for an interview, but since 
Parliament opened on Friday, January 13, with a heap 
of contentious legislation to deal with, I cannot visualise 
him granting it, nor can I imagine this Parliament will 
find time to consider such an amendment. 


Compulsory Membership of Pharmaceutical Society 


Some time ago the Pharmacy Board was requested 
to consider making membership of the Pharmaceutical 
Society compulsory. They have now informed the 
Society that on legal advice they cannot do so. It was 
felt that such a step would result in so many complica- 
tions that a state of chaos might easily follow in the 
organisation of pharmacy (sic) 


Yet the proposed system seems to work easily enough 
in Great Britain. What amazes me is that in so short a 
space of time Pharmacy in South Africa could have 
become so chaotic, and that the powers that he could 
have so blatantly ignored the lessons taught by the 
development of pharmacy on the Continent of Europe 
and in Britain and the U.S.A. 


Disciplinary Committee Suspends Licence 


At its recent meeting the Board held disciplinary in- 
quiries into the conduct of two chemists. One was 
charged with having an entrance through his pharmacy 
to the consulting rooms of a doctor, and being found 
guilty, was suspended from practice for a period of 30 
days. Another chemist was reprimanded for not regis- 
tering the contract of his apprentice at the proper time. 


Advertising of Dispensing Services 


Some time ago the Society asked the Board to intro- 
duce an Ethical Rule prohibiting the indirect advertis- 
ing of dispensing services, and the advertising of after 
hours business activities. Acting upon legal opinion, the 
Board now says that it cannot give effect to this sug- 
gestion 


That it is a real trouble in some areas is shown by an 
account of the proceedings of the Southern Transvaal 
Branch of the Pharmaceutical Society. This, the biggest 
branch, held a disciplinary inquiry. into the conduct of 
some of its members. Disciplinary action is apparently 
limited by the constitution to a reprimand or expulsion 
from membership. The actions complained of, and which 
earned reprimands, were—Keeping a pharmacy open 
after normal trading hours; using a trading title “Nite- 
chem”) which implied that the pharmacy was open for 
business after hours 

This branch of the Society is the first to take action 
under its constitution against offending members and 
although the consequences are far from dire, it will be 
a valiant pharmacist who braves the collective dis- 
approval! of his fellow practitioners 


Press Publicity 


The lay Press has been devoting some little space 
to the problems of pharmacy and medicine of late. One 


national week-end paper carried the story of the 
Society’s demand that doctors should give up dispens- 
ing, and on the next page carried the story that the 
Minister of Health had found it necessary to import 
medical men to fill vacant posts in the Health Services, 


And this despite the fact that there are some 6,000 
doctors to treat our 14 million population, many of 
whom never get within miles of a doctor. It is strange 
that with this great shortage a doctor finds time to take 
off from his patients and to do dispensing. 


Another Sunday newspaper, in sensational strain, 
declares that there are some hundred thousand Euro- 
peans (1e., whites) addicted to some drug or other. 
However, as is usual, when the story is examined closely 
and analysed it is found to be without substance. 


The article quotes a prominent doctor as saying that 
barbiturates, codeine drugs and amphetamines are sold 
freely over the chemists’ counters. Skipping over the 
fact that if he has evidence that the law is being broken 
it is his duty to report it to the police, the good doctor 
seems to have overlooked the fact that these drugs are 
prescription-only drugs, and that the only people who 
can issue them freely are the doctors themselves! 


Laxity in Control of Drugs 


The journalist has really let himself go. In one section 
he avers that nurses get into the habit of taking codeine 
drugs to keep them going—a habit shared by students. 
I’m no pharmacologist, but even my slender knowledge 
tells me that codeine is not the best diet on which to 
face a strenuous day. It also tells me, that if I follow 
the habit of some students, as reported in the paper, 
and inject into myself the contents of an amphetamine 
inhaler, I am likely to be gathered to the angels with 
strong priority! 


The one grain of truth in the entire story is given 
in the statement that there is not enough control on 
drugs in hospitals and nursing homes. This is to some 
extent the truth, for although in official hospitals con- 
trol has been tightened up, nursing homes seem singu- 
larly lax in this respect. 


As far as habit-forming drugs and prescription only 
drugs are concerned, the nursing home has only the 
same right to possess them as the man in the street, 
that is if he has a prescription. However, it is a well- 
known fact that these nursing homes collect a good 
deal of left-over drugs from the prescriptions of their 
patients, and that these are put into store and used. 
I even know of one such home which bulks all its bar- 
biturate tablets and capsules left over, the staff pur 
porting to be able to differentiate one from the other by 
the colour or shape of the tablet or the fancy band 
around its middle 


After 30 years’ experience this is more than I can 
do—or would dare to do! 


South African Retail Chemists’ Association 


Recently the South African Retail Chemists’ Asso- 
ciation has issued its first quarterly report. This Asso- 
clation, now several years old, promises fair to assume 
in South Africa the position relative to that which the 
N.P.U. occupies in Britain. The Pharmaceutical Society 
is tending more and more to pass over to the Asso- 
ciation problems of purely retail interest. Some phar- 
macists envisage the day when the business and profes 
sional aspects will be completely divorced, the Society 
assuming the functions of the Board, but not being 
purely advisory. That is, they crvisage the British sys 
tem arising here in South Africa. This will be tanta- 
mount to getting a charter, for which many have hoped 
and battled over the years—but the possibility seems 
very remote

REVIEW OF “ADDENDUM 1955 TO THE BRITISH 
PHARMACOPOEIA 1953” 


For the pharmaceutical world the appearance of an 
Addendum to the Pharmacopoeia is an event of equal 
significance with that of the publication of the Phar- 
macopoeia itself, since the Addendum is essentially an 
integral part of the main body of the Pharmacopoeia. 

The Addendum is usually a clearer guide to the 
advances made in medical and pharmaceutical practice 
than the main work, because the material presented is 
isolated from the bulk of the older-established materia 
medica which must necessarily accompany the recent 
introductions to a new edition of the Pharmacopoeia. 

The Addendum also serves to bring together the 
changes that become necessary in standards, formula- 
tions, and analytical methods, and thus brings clearly to 
notice the great amount of work that is being carried 
on unceasingly by the various Committees of the 
British Pharmacopoeia Commission concerned with the 
many aspects of drug quality and formulation. 

There are fashions in drugs as in everything else, but 
it is fairly certain that the substances receiving the 
official sanction of the Pharmacopoeia will retain their 
usefulness long after the disappearance of many of the 
widely-hailed “wonder drugs” that are a marked feature 
of popular “medical” literature. Thus, like the Phar- 
macopoeia itself, the Addendum is no place for experi- 
ment with the very latest discoveries of chemical and 
medical science, but is a repository for those substances 
that have withstood the severe tests of extensive clin- 
ical use, and is to be regarded as a milestone marking 
progress already made rather than an ambitious sign- 
post pointing the way to the scrapheap of pharmaceu- 
tical novelties 

There is what seems to be a notable departure from 
established practice in the new Addendum. This striking 
feature is the reference to the pharmacological classi- 
fication of the new compounds in the introduction, 
where the categories of anthelmintic, anticonvulsant, 
antithyroid, anticoagulant, etc., are listed with the rele- 
vant substance. Reference is also made in some mono- 
graphs under the heading of “DOSE” to the therapeutic 
use, e.g., Cortisone Acetate is indicated “after adrenalec- 
tomy and in Addison’s disease and panhypopituitar- 
ism.” This type of information was previously given in 
the Codex 

At this stage it may be worthy of comment that the 
United States Pharmacopoeia, XVth Revision, which 
became official on December 15, 1955, carries the sub 
heading “CATEGORY” in each of its monographs, under 
which the chief pharmacological action of the sub- 
stance is listed 

The Addendum 1955 inciudes just over 20 new mono- 
graphs, although most of the substances have already 
appeared in the B.P.C. The entirely new monographs 
are those for the anticoagulant, Dextran Sulphate (the 
plasma-volume expander, Dextran, does not appear); 
the anticonvulsant, Primidone; the antithyroid, Carbi- 
mazole; the hormones, Corticotrophin and the Insulin 
Zinc Suspensions. The new insulin preparations have 
not been titled injections, but are classed as suspen- 
sions; apparently an attempt to avoid confusion with 
the already established injections of insulin 

Another newcomer is Oxytetracycline Dihydrate, a 
slightly soluble form of the antibiotic used to prepare 
Tablets of Oxytetracycline. The soluble Oxytetracycline 
Hydrochloride is indicated for parenteral use, although 
there is no official injection 

By way of comparison, the number of new sub- 
stances (excluding dosage forms) admitted to the U.S.P 


XV is approximately 80, but many of these were in- 
cluded in the British Pharmacopoeia 1953, and some are 
now included in the Addendum 1955. The chief differ- 
ence between the two Pharmacopoeiae lies in the 
greater number of antibiotics and antihistamines ad- 
mitted to the United States Pharmacopoeia, Since many 
of the U.S.P. substances are commercially available in 
this country it appears that the materia medica of the 
English-speaking world does not differ significantly from 
one country to another 

Cordial relationships exist between the Pharmaco- 
poeia Commissions of Britain and the United States, 
and although the idea of a Joint Anglo-American Phar- 
macopoeia may appear somewhat visionary, it could 
provide a further means of bringing the two great 
nations still closer together, and set an example in co- 
operation for the rest of the world 

Apart from new monographs the materia! of the 
Addendum 1955 consists largely of alterations to stan- 
dards and formulations, and changes ir analytical 
methods 

Notable alterations in formulation include the presen- 
tation of Acetylsalicylic Acid in soluble tablet form, the 
addition of half per cent. of Sodium Citrate to Calamine 
Lotion to prevent frothing and improve consistency, 
and the changes made to the syrups and tinctures of 
lemon and orange. Twice the former quantities of fresh 
peel are to be used to prepare the tinctures, but while 
the strengths have been doubled the doses have been 
halved. Syrup of Lemon is to be prepared from the 
tincture—as is the case with Syrup of Orange—but 
only half the amount of the stronger tinctures is to be 
used, so that the flavouring power of the syrups should 
be the same, except that the alcohol content will be 
reduced 

It is somewhat difficult for the uninitiated to under 
stand the rationale of these changes, unless it be to 
conserve alcoho! in relatively small amounts. The 
changes have certainly upset the simple ratio of 1 of 
tincture in 8 of finished syrup, which might easily have 
been altered to 1 in 16, to allow for the stronger tinc- 
tures, with practical advantages for dispensers still using 
the Imperial System of Weights and Measures. This 
could have been effected by formulating the syrups 
with 62.5 ml. of tincture per litre of finished syrup, 
instead of the prescribed 60 ml 

Could it be that these changes represent a deliberate 
attempt on the part of the Revision Committee to wean 
the pharmacist away from the Imperial System, and 
to pave the way for the complete adoption of the Metric 
System announced for the B.P. 1963? 

The advent of the Addendum 1955 also marks the 
passing of the old familiar “Aq. Dest which has 
yielded place to Purified Water. This term is to be sub 
stituted for Distilled Water throughout the Pharmaco 
poeia, although Purified Water may still be prepared by 
distillation as well as by treatment of suitable potable 
water with ion-exchange materials. It seems unlikely 
that many pharmacists will take advantage of this new 
alternative method of purifying water, but it could be 
of considerable importance to large-scale manufactu 
rers of pharmaceutical products, where adequate labora 
tory facilities are available to control the quality of the 
treated wate! 

Other changes of interest to pharmacists in general 
are those relating to storage conditions of some tablets 
and insulin preparations. Reference is also made to the 
expected “life” of some preparations, €.g., when stored 
under the prescribed conditions Tablets of Glyceryl 
Trinitrate “may be expected to retain their potency for 
at least one year.” 

With regard to chanzes in analytical methods; these 
are more likely to be of interest to manufacturers of 
tablets and injections than to the retail pharmacist. A 
new apparatus has been deseribed for the disintegration 
test for tablet and the test for pyrogens ha acquired 
the status of a separate Appendix. This latter change 
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has made it necessary to amend all the monographs for 
the larger-volume injections of the British Pharmaco- 
poeia 1953. Small-volume injections, such as those of 
Gallamine Triethiedide and Hexamethonium Tartrate, 
are not subjected to the test for pyrogens, except in- 
directly through Water for Injection used in their pre- 
paration, which must comply with the requirements of 
the test. 


Minor changes, such as the return to the use of solu- 
tions of Sulphuric Acid (official in the B.P. 1948), in 
place of solutions of Hydrochloric Acid, for the assay 
of Nux Vomica and its preparations, will not be of great 
moment for most pharmacists. 


The tremendous amount of painstaking work that has 
been put into the preparation of Addendum 1955 by the 
various Committees of the British Pharmacopoeia Com- 
mission is deserving of the highest praise, and it cannet 
detract in any way from the generally recognised high 
quality of pharmacopoeial publication to mention one 
or two very minor inconsistencies. For example, all 
references throughout the monograph section of the 
Addendum 1955 are to the British Pharmacopoeia 1953, 
but in Appendix I the 1953 has been dropped from the 
title 

The abbreviation Phosph. for Phosphate in the B.P.’53 
has become Phos, in the Addendum (Chloroquine Phos- 
phate), and Chlorid. for Chloride has become Chlor. 
(Suxamethonium Chloride). The rather harsh-sounding 
Lignoc. is not in line with abbreviations for other local 
anaesthetics where the “ain.” is retained. 

The question might be raised whether Syrup of 
Orange and Syrup of Lemon should still be regarded 
as preparations of Fresh Bitter-Orange Peel and Fresh 
Lemon Peel respectively, since the syrups are now pre- 
parations of the tinctures. 

The quality of the proof-reading is of such a high 
standard that it is difficult to credit the absence of a

DOCTOR'S APPEAL FAILS 


The Court of Criminal Appeal on December 15 unani- 
mously dismissed an appeal by Dr. Morris Seifert, of 
Enmore, against his conviction and sentence of 12 
months’ gaol for conspiracy. 

In a joint judgment the Court held that there had 
been no miscarriage of justice by the conviction. 

Dr. Seifert, with Ronald McKenzie Beesley, 33, man- 
ager of a chemist shop, was charged with having con- 
spired with others to defraud the Commonweaith of 
large sums of money by submitting false claims under 
the Pharmaceutical Benefits Scheme 

3eesley was also convicted and sentenced to 12 
months’ imprisonment. 

Two other men were acquitted 

Dr. Seifert had appealed on the grounds that there 
was no evidence of conspiracy; that evidence Was 
wrongly admitted; and that the jury was misdirected.

PHARMACISTS 


Recently in the Industrial pease Court, presided 
over by His Honour Judge Gamble, representatives of 
the Victorian Society of Hospital Pharmacists were 
successful in dismissing an appeal lodged by the Vic- 
torian Employers’ Federation against two clauses in 
the Hospital Pharmacists’ determination relating to 
long service leave and right of transferance of same. 

In effect, His Honour’s judgment means that a phar- 
macist working in a hospital covered by the deter- 
mination is now entitled to six months’ long service 
leave on full pay after twenty years’ continuous ser- 
vice; furthermore, his leave is not in any way jeopard- 
ised if he transfers from one institution to another, 
providing his or her service is continuous.

“Since last I wrote I have closed up one of my two 
businesses, very reluctantly in view of its tradition 
and long history, but new housing developments have 
taken most of the population away from the Lawn- 
market, and there is no prospect of rehousing.

APOLOGY 


The December issue of the Australasian Journal of 
Pharmacy contained an incorrect report that a death 
following the taking of an overdose of “Relaxa-Tabs” 
had been recorded. 

It was also incorrectly stated in the report that Dr. 
Cecil William Tait had told the Geelong Coroner’s 
Court that the death of the victim was due to her hav- 
ing taken an overdose of “Relaxa-Tabs.” 

n fact, the Geelong Coroner in his Inquest on Mary 
Patricia Frewin (not “Furness” as we reported), of 
Queenscliff, found that death was due to “poisoning 
of an irritant type,” and recorded an open finding. 
Neither the post-mortem report nor the depositions 
taken at the Inquest recorded that the death was due 
to the taking of an overdose of “Relaxa-Tabs.” 

At the foot of our statement we made a comment 
that “the report emphasised the need for observance 
of the labelling provisions of the Poisons Act and 
Regulations.” 

We are advised by H. W. Woods Pty. Ltd. that phar- 
macological world-wide research into the effects of 
carbromal and bromvaletone, the ingredient drugs of 
“Relaxa-Tabs,” have proved conclusively that they are 
not “poisons of an irritant type.” 

We are also advised that after examination of the 
= nig ne report expert opinion is that death of 

rs. Frewin could not have been due to an overdose 
of “Relaxa-Tabs.” 

We deeply regret the publication of the incorrect re- 
port, and tender our unqualified apology to H. W. 
Woods Proprietary Limited for the damage which it 
has suffered from our incorrect statement, and we un- 
reservedly withdraw any imputation or inference that 
it labels its products other than in strict accordance 
with the labelling provisions of the Poisons Act and 
Regulations.

Walter Henry Cornell 

Mr. Walter Henry Cornell, of Ballarat, died on 
December 9 at the age of 76 years.

The Board decided to seek further information re-

Members said they felt that pharmacists would be will 
ing to help, but they wondered in what way they could 
participate in a wool festival. Mr. Martin moved that 
the Secretary of the Wool Festival be advised that phar 
macists would be interested to help, but were at a 
loss to know in what manner they could do so. Under 
the circumstances we would like further information as 
to how pharmacists could co-operate 

Federal Delegete. Report. Mr. Martin tabled a cutting 
from the “Adelaide Mail” in which “Family Circle” was 
featured. Mr. Martin also tabled a copy of a communi 
cation from Mr. Noel Leggatt, general manager of 
Frederick Stearns, in which he conveyed his company’s 
appreciation of the Federal Council's action in sponsor- 
ing a nation-wide drive on Nyal Kwik-Tan. Copy of 
letter from Mr. Attiwill to Mr. Hugh Leslie, M.H.R., 


was also tabled. In this communication, Mr. Attiwill 
congratulated Mr. Leslie upon his election unop 

for the Federal Division of Moore, and thanked him for 
his assistance and help in the problem of resolving the 
hospitals situation in which it is contended the States 
are breaching the National Health Act and Regulations. 

Mr. Martin reported that Mr. Dallimore took over 
duty as Deputy Federal President an December 1, and 
he had received a letter of thanks from Mr. Scott for 
having acted in that position during Mr. Dallimore’s 
absence. 

Pharmacy Board.-Mr. Nichol reported that he had 
nothing further to report, as he had previously advised 
with regard to payment and notification of registration 
fee. 

Window Display Competition._Mr. Huxham reported 
in company with the manager of Colgate’s as represent- 
ing the Guild, he had accompanied Mr. Jones on view- 
ing and judging the windows in the city and suburbs. 
The task had taken about a week and had taken him 
into every suburb of Brisbane and Redcliffe. It was 
saddening to see many pharmacies that had completely 
ignored Christmas with window displays of shampoos 
and toothpaste not even Chemist Only lines. Mr. 
Huxham said pharmacies of this type make it harder 
for the remainder to become centres of Christmas Gift 
selling. If chemists were to survive the onslaught of the 
chain stores and big food centres, all pharmacies must 
be up to a high standard. 

Mr. Huxham said the windows were judged and 
allotted points under the following headings: Location 
of display, originality, interior tie-up, neatness and 
general selling appeal. Mr. Huxham said Mr. Jones and 
he were received by chemists, who were keenly inter- 
ested in selling Christmas 

Mr. Huxham said he would recommend that a letter 
of thanks be sent to Colgate's for their interest in spon- 
soring such a competition 

The committee would be interested to know that Mr. 
Edmiston was again the Queensland winner and was 
also judged the Commonwealth winner. This was the 
second year in succession Mr. Edmiston had had this 
success, which was a great tribute to his merchandising 
and advertising ability 

Although ready and willing to perform this duty again 
on behalf of the Guild, Mr. Huxham recommended that 
if possible a different member should be selected each 
year. He recommended that chemists visit each other's 
pharmacies more than they do, and also visit the chain 
stores and other competitive retail outlets. There was 
much to be learnt 

Mr. Noble said Mr. Huxham had made some very 
good suggestions and he considered that they should be 
promulgated to members 

Mr. Huxham said he had asked Colgate’s to issue a 
general list as to what they thought were good or bad 
points, These would be put before the general manager 

Mr. Delahunty said he wished to congratulate Mr 
Huxham on his very excellent report and moved that a 
copy be made available to the Federal Merchandising 
Manager, as he felt that it would be of interest to him 

Mr. Lenehan said on behalf of the Committee, he 
desired to thank Mr. Huxham sincerely for the time 
and work he had devoted to this job and for the very 
good report he had prepared 

Mr. Huxham said he enjoyed every minute of the 
the task and he felt that he had learned a good deal 
himself by going round and seeing the various phar 
macies. 

“Dexsal Month.”.—Mr. Lenehan said he would like Mr 
Delahunty to have another circular issued this month 
concerning the “Dexsal” month in February. Mr. Dela-

STATE AWARD 

On December 13, 1955, His Honour Mr. President 
Pellew, in the State Industrial Court, made a new 
award covering the employment of managers within 
the State of South Australia. The new award came 
into force on December 19, 1955, and rates of payment 
and conditions are operative as from that date 

The Award is as follows 


1. PARTIES BOUND 


This award shall be binding on the Friendly So- 
ciety’s Medical Association Incorporated, the Federal 
Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Australia, South Aus 
tralian branch, and the Federated Miscellaneous 
Workers’ Union of Australia, South Australian branch 


2. DEFINITION 

In this award “Manager” means a person registered 
by the Pharmacy Board of South Australia as a Phar 
maceutical Chemist, who has been appointed by the 
proprietor of a shop or dispensary as a Manager 
thereof or of a branch thereof, and who is also regis- 
tered with the Pharmacy Board of South Australia 
as such a Manager, and shal! include a relieving Mana 
ger registered as such with the Pharmacy Board of 
South Australia. 

3. SCOPE 


This award applies to the industry of the occupa 
tions of persons occupying managerial positions em 
ployed by retail pharmaceutical chemists or by retail 
druggists or in retail dispensaries 


4. LOCALITY 
This award applies through the State of South Au 
tralia 
5. DURATION 
This wage shall come into force on the 19th day of 
December, 1955, and shall continue in force for a period 
of two years therefrom 


6. WAGES 
The minimum weekly wage rates to be paid to all 
adult persons shall be the current living wage of 
£11/11/- in the case of adult males and £8/13/- in the 
case of adult females as fixed by the Board of Industry 
in South Australia for the metropolitan area as defined 
by the Industrial Code 1920/51. Marginal rates to be 
paid to all adult employees in addition to the living 
wage shall be:— 
(a) Males Margin 
Manager 162/6 
(b) Females 
Manager 122/ 
7. CASUAL EMPLOYMENT 
An employee whose contract of hiring is for a period 
of less than one week shall be paid per hour at a rate 
of wage ten per centum higher than the wages else- 
where prescribed by this award 


8 HOURS 

(a) The ordinary working hours shall be forty-two 
a week 

(b) The ordinary working hours a week shall be 
worked between the hours of 8.30 a.m. and 6 p.m, on 
Mondays to Fridays inclusive and of 8.30 a.m. and 12 
noon on Saturdays, or, at the option of the employer, 
between those hours and, between the hours of 7 p.m. 
and 8 p.m. on Saturdays, Sundays or any of the holi- 
days mentioned in Clause 13 
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9. OVERTIME 


Subject to clause Nos. 10 and 11 of this award, all 
time worked: 
(a) Outside of the hours mentioned in clause 6, or 
(b) In excess of eight hours on any Monday to Fri- 
day inclusive, or 
(c) In excess of forty-two hours a week shall be paid 
for at the rate of time and a half for the first 
four hours on any day and at the rate of double 
time thereafter. 
10. SATURDAY WORK 
(a) All time worked in ordinary working hours on 
Saturday before noon shall be paid for at the rate of 
time and a quarter, 
(b) All time worked

12. MEAL INTERVAL 

(a) Time off given to an employee for the pur 
pose of taking a meal shall be of an unbroken pr d 
and not less than forty-five minutes nor more tha i 
hour on each occasion, during which period the em 
ployee shall be off duty and not on call 

(b) If time off given for the purpose of an em; et 
taking a meal or any part of such time off d ot 
occur during meal time hours, then for work perf: 
during meal time hours of a duration equ t 
time off so given the employee shall be paid an ad 
tional amount equivalent to one-half of his ordi 
rate of payment 


(c) For the purpose of this clause the phras« é 
time hours” means all time of any day between 11.45 
am. and 2.15 pom 

13. PUBLIC HOLIDAYS 

The days on which New Year’s Day, Austral D 
Good Friday, Easter Saturday, Faster Monda 
Da Queen's Birthday, Eight Hour Day, Ct 
Day and Commemoration Day are observed, a 
other day which by Act of Parliament or P: 
tion may be created a public holiday, or ma 
stituted for any of such holidays, shall be ho 

14. ANNUAL LEAVE 

(a) After the completion of each twelv 
continuous service (less the period of annua 
an employee (other than a casual employes 
granted by his or her employer not Ik thar 
night's leave of absence, exclusive of all put 
days falling within the said fortnight at the em; 
weekly rate payable under this award imme 
prior to the announcement of his leave Ar ' 
ployee whose services are dispensed with (except for 
misconduct which would justify instant dismissa or 


who leaves the service of any employer after 
proper notice, shall be entitled to be paid on: xtl 
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of a week’s wages in respect of each completed month 
of continuous service in respect of which annual leave 
has not been granted hereunder. 

(b) Service before the date of the coming into force 
of this award and in respect of which service no leave 
or payment in lieu of which has been given or made 
shall be taken into account for the purpose of calcu- 
lating annual leave. 

(c) Except where agreed upon between the employer 
and the employee, annual leave shall be granted and 
taken not later than six months after completion of 
each twelve months’ service. 


15. CONTRACT OF HIRING—SICK LEAVE 


It is hereby declared that from and after the com- 
ing into force of this award the contract of hiring of 
every employee bound thereby shall, in the absence of 
express contract to the contrary, be deemed to be a 
hiring by the week, subject, however, to the following 
provisions relating to these employees whose contract 
of hiring is by the week:— 

(a) Employment shall be terminated by one week’s 
notice given by either party (which notice may be 
given at any time, provided that the termination of 
the employment shall take effect at the end of a day’s 
work) or by the payment or forfeiture (as the case 
may be) of a week’s wages, provided that nothing 
contained in this award shall derogate from the em- 
ployer’s right at common law to dismiss an employee 
without notice for misconduct or other sufficient cause 

(b) An employee who absents himself or herself from 
duty shall not be entitled to payment in respect of 
time of such absence, except in respect of days in re 
spect of which the employee produces to the employer 
a medical certificate or other reasonable evidence jus- 
tifying the absence because of personal ill-health o1 
personal accident (not being an accident in respect of 
which compensation is payable under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act 1932-1953); Provided that—(i) the 
employer shall not be liable to pay an employee for 
more than forty-two hours’ absence owing to such ill 
health or accident in any year, and that (ii) an em- 
ployer in the first twelve calendar months of employ 
ment of an employee shall not be liable to pay the 
employee for more than three and one half hours’ ab 
sence owing to such ill-health or accident in respect 
of each completed four weeks of employment with 
that employer 

Sick leave shall accumulate from year to year, so 
that any balance of the period specified which has 
in any year not been allowed to an employee as paid 


sick leave may be claimed in a subsequent year, pro 
vided, however, that sick leave which so accumulates 
shall be available to the employee for the period of 
five years, but no longer, from the end of the year 


in which it accrues 
Where an employee has accumulated sick leave by 
virtue of the provisions of the award made in matter 
1948 No. 92, such accumulated sick leave shall to the 
extent to which it has not been availed of be available 
to employee for a period of five vears but no longer 
from the end of the vear in which it accrued 
For the purposes of this clause a year shall be 
to begin on the date of each employee’s engagement 


16. TRAVELLING TIME AND EXPENSES 


(a) An employee who on any day or from day to 
day is required to work at a job away from his or her 
accustomed pharmacy other than at his or her own re- 
quest shall 
(i) At the direction of the employer present him- 
self or herself for work at such pharmacy at 
the usual starting time at that establishment 

(ii) Receive payment at ordinary rates for all time 
reasonably spent in reaching and returning from 
such job (in excess of the time normally spent 
in travelling from his or her home to the a

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(iii) Receive reimbursement for any fares reason- 
ably incurred in excess of those normally in- 
curred when travelling between his or her home 
and the accustomed pharmacy. 

(b) An employee sent in a relieving capacity with 
the approval of the employer who uses his own means 
of transport for travelling to or from jobs away from 
his or her accustomed pharmacy shall be paid the 
amount of excess fares which he would have incurred 
in using public transport unless he has an arrange- 
ment with his employer for a regular allowance. 

(c) An employee ng oe in one locality to work in 
another or sent other n at his own request from 
his usual locality to another for employment which 
can reasonably be regarded as Fens involving a 
change of residence shall be paid travelling time whilst 
necessarily travelling between such localities, and for 
a period not exceeding three months, expenses. Pro- 
vided that such expenses shall cease after he has taken 
up permanent residence or abode at the new location. 

(d) An employee sent from his usual locality to an- 
other (in circumstances other than those prescribed in 
sub-clause (c) hereof), and required to remain away 
from his usual place of abode, shall be paid travelling 
time whilst necessarily travelling between such locali- 
ties and expenses whilst so absent from his usual 
locality. 

(e) The maximum travelling time to be paid for 
shall be eight hours out of every twenty-four. 

(f) “Expenses” for the purpose of this clause shal] 
mean :— 

(i) All fares reasonably incurred, the form of 
transport to be mutually agreed upon between 
the employer and the employee. 

(ii) Two-thirds of the actual cost of board and lodg- 
ing incurred, the type of accommodation to be 
mutually agreed upon between the employer 
and the employee.

Sale of Fluorine Controlled. — By pro- 
clamation issued in the Government Gazette, Com- 
pounds of Fluorine for human use have been added to 
the Tenth Schedule.

Prescriptions may not be repeated unless 
authorised by the prescriber and must be cancelled in 
the usual manner.

THE BAN ON HEROIN 


Postponement for a Year in U.K. 

“The Pharmaceutical Journal” (17/12/55) reports that 
after a debate in the House of Lords on December 13, 
which lasted over four hours, the Marquess of Salis- 
bury, Lord President of the Council, announced that 
because of the doubtful legality of the proposed ban on 
heroin, licences for its manufacture would be granted 
for next year 

Earl Jowitt moved: 

That in the opinion of this House, in view of the 
apparent conflict of expert medical opinion on the 
banning of the manufacture of heroin in this country, 
the period of the present licences to manufacture should 
be extended pending the institution of further inquiries 
on this subject. 

He said that the Government, from the highest 
motives, had propounded a ban on a drug which many 
of the medical profession considered to be indispensable 
in certain cases. This was the first time such a thing 
had been proposed. If it were to be done, it ought to 
be done by a Bill and not by the indirect method of 
trying to use the Dangerous Drugs Act. He imagined 
that to be absolutely wrong and outside the powers of 
the Home Secretary. He had been immersed in the ques- 
tion for the last few days. Directly he had discovered 
this point he had acquainted the Lord Chancellor with 
it. The opinion of learned counsel was obtained and 
it corroborated his own view. There was, therefore, 
grave doubt whether what had been done, in perfect 
good faith, and with the best will in the world, had 
been done legally That was a matter which the 
Government would be well advised to consider 

Lord Manecroft, Joint Parliamentary Under-Secre- 
tary of State, Home Department, explained why the 
Government had decided to ban the drug. First, because 
heroin was one of the most dangerous drugs known and 
gave rise to an addiction problem of world-wide gravity. 
Second, it was easy to handle and easier to smuggle 
than opium, the place of which it was taking; it could 
be administered without any apparatus such as a hypo- 
dermic syringe. Third, the existence of a serious black 
market in heroin required the taking of exceptional 
measures for its suppression. Fourth, if the manufac- 
ture of heroin were made illegal, the task of suppressing 
the illicit traffic in the drug would be made much easier; 
and, lastly, less dangerous substitutes were now 
available 

Lord Webb-Johnson questioned whether the Minister 
of Health was right to use the Standing Advisory Com- 
mittee as an advisory body in a question like this. He 
maintained that the Government had not yet had expert 
advice on the value of heroin as a therapeutic agent. 

Protests in the Commons 

Opposition protests were made at the end of ques- 
tion time in the Commons on December 14 that no 
Government statement had been made to the House 
about the announcement in the House of Lords, the 
previous day, on the postponement of the ban on heroin 

The Leader of the House, Captain Crookshank, stated 
that it was the Home Secretary’s intention to make a 
statement the next day.
